In an English 
review lately, an instructive paper on ‘* Poli- 
tics in Australasia,” contained this pointed 
romonstrance with the theorists; ‘* Colonial 
litics, when discussed in Great Britain, are 
invariably treated from a home point of view,

of Victoria ought to adopt a Free Trade tariff, 
and are rank heretics for presuming to think 
that Protectionist principles are better suited

Here we have sparse popu- 
lation, in isso abundant as to be largely 
exported, and there are no manufactures in 
Proportion to the resources of the country ; 
et the doctrinaire, having found the 
benefit, at home of Freo Trade in corn, in- 
sists upon applying his two-foot-rule, where it 
absolutely useless or worse, In England, 
the measure which gave the people cheap 
bread, may be called Free Trade, if the ring of 
that phrase pleases any one, but it was in re- 
ality a policy which fostered the national in: 
dustrios, as certainly and porhaps moro surely 
than if it had beon called Protection, and 
taken tho form of bonuses, bounties or cus- 
toms’ dutics. Free Trade in corn 
meant, in fact, rapid fortunes to tho 
cotton lords of Manchester, and the cutlers 
of Sheffield. It was thus a contest between the 
and the factory—a hard running match 
in the pursuit of wealth. There was nothing 
olevated, still less cosmopolitan, or even 
humane inthe movement ; it was, from its 
first inception, purely selfish in aim, how- 
ever financial its results, England at that 
time, adopted the policy her internal condi- 
tion and relative position amongst the nations 
dictated ; why should our rulers refuse to act 
in the same common sense now ? What scems 
imperatively demanded is a fiscal system bas- 
ed upon an intelligent and comprehensive aur- 
vey of the circumstances in which Canada is 
Inced, first, as a new country, struggling for 
its rightful place among the nations, and sec- 
ondly, as conterminous with a more powerful, 
wealthy, energetic, not over reeset! and 
commercially hostile Republic. The man 
would be deomed an idiot who should insist 
upon the dismantling of England's forts and 
fleets, because they do without them in Ice- 
or Madagascar. Our Cherbourg, 
Cronstadt, and Sebastopol are out of doors, 
being aoe with fiscal barriers and offen- 
sive weapons from New Brunswick to Van- 
couver, No ono ever yot proposed uniform 
laws, martial cquipments, or sys: 
tems of Government ; why is this 
rage for an impossible uniformity of sys- 
tem only carried into the infinite variety of 
phase manifest in trado relations and exigen- 
cies? The country has a right to insist that 
ita rulers shall shelve their text books, and 
set to work upon hard facts—the facts writ- 
ten in broad characters upon the fair face of 
this noble Dominion, and enforced with pe- 
culiar emphasis by the monacing aspect of ite 
surroundings. And yet thousands, who sin- 
serely beliove that aradical change in fiscal 
Roliey ism vital necessity, will neverthel 
Jey in their power to perpetuate tho un- 
Ry lotio aystem now in voguo, solely because 
fre escape from the malign influence

A Rome dispatch says :—The Ministerial 
organ /! Diritto, emphatically donies that 
Italy intends to seek compensation in Albania 
for the Austrian occupation of Bosnia and the 
Herzegovina, P 

A Berlin correspondent says :—The Con- 
gress, in view of Turkey's absolute inability 
to pay the indemnity, declined to take any 
action, and left the matter for private settlo- 
ment betweon Turkey and Russia, 

The Journal de St, Petersburg scouts as 
absurd the supposition that the Congress will 
permit Turkey to oppose its decisions. 

The Yelegraph confirms the foregoing, 
and says Bismarck warned Russia against 
exacting territory instead of a money in- 
demnity, the amount of which, however, 
will be declared a matter for settlement be- 
tween Ruasia and Turkey, Another core- 
spondent states that the indemnity ques- 
tion, which was adjourned, willlprobably be 
referred to a commission, The plenipo- 
tentaries clearly recognize the importance 
of the question, and will not allow it to be 
settled seperately. The discussion will be 
resumed a} another sitting.

Hoyen Bloat in Cattle. 


At this soason of the year when dang 
to cattle from turning them upon fresh 
clover pasture, a fow suggestions upon the 
subject may not be amiss, 

A friond of ours tollsus that as a pro- 
vontative of this, he gives to his cattle ear- 
ly each morning a small bundle of oata to 
each animul, and if one should be attacked, 
if it will eat a few nubbins of corn. or a 
small shofe of oats, that it will im- 
mediate relief. Our plan is, and which wo | 
havo practiced many years with wntire suc 
coas, to thresh apart of the small-grain 
crop, stacking the straw in the clover fields, 
the cattle will each day eat some of the dry 
straw, which will entirely prevent thom 
from becoming bloated. | 

Where persons may not haye straw 
stacks in their clover pastures, they can 
cither pursuo the, course of ourfriend, of 
feeding some dry food each morning, or 
thoy can builda low rack or pen and koop | 
it filled with straw, hay or fodder. | 

If theanimal is attacked and will eata 
bundle of oats, it is as good a moans as can 
bo used, if they will not eat, the caso is o 
very serious one and requires prompt ac- 
tion to save tho life of the animal. One of 
two means must be resorted to at once, the 
ono is to plunge a knife into the paunch at 
its most protruding point in front of the 
hip, the other is to place a gag of wood of } 
the size of the wrist in the moGth of the | 
animal, and confine it there with a string 
tied to one end, nessing over the head back 
of the horns, it may be described asa big 
bit in tho animal’s mouth, secured by a 
ropo head-stall, Woe clip tho following 
from an exchange on this latter point 

‘Various remedies are constantly being 
prescribed for this such as stabbing, pour- 
ing down oils, soda, etc. We onco saved 
the life of a short horn bull, which cost us 
near $600, in three minutes, by twisting a 
whisp of hay into a band, placed it in his 
mouth, and tying it up tightly behind tho 
horns, The working of the jaws, to got 
rid of this encumbrance, liberates the gas 
in the stomach and relief is immediate. 
Wo know by that trial ourselves, that this 
remedy is effectual, safo and simple, One 
of our best Chester county farmers, when 
his cows have hoven, tells us he uses a 
broom handle in the same way, becavse 
quick action is necessary and this is soonest 
at hand. Anything binding on tho mouth 
so as to excite the action of the jaws of the 
animal to got rid of it will answer.” 

Cattlo should never bo turned on clover 
for the first timé while they are hingry, 
allow them to graze on the other grass 
until noon, then turn them in: itis better 
to keep them off when the clover is wet 
from either dew or rain

Value of Manure, 

The extravagance of farmers is one of the 
crying sins of the age. Cold barng cause an 
extra consomption. of fodder from 25 to 50 
per cent., all of which could bo saved by hav- 
ing well protected, comfortable barns... The 
upland soil is starved, while piles of barnyard 
manure lie exposéd through the winter 
months to frost and rain, utterly destroying 
its fertilizing qualities. “A late numiber of 
the Maine Farmer'referred to the valne of 
liquid excrement as follows :— : 

‘Chemical analysi#’shows that the oxcre- 
ments (solid and liquid) from a cow of the 
averagé age of 8 years, in a single year yield 
252 pounds of potash, 133 pounds of nitrogen 
and 34 pounds of phosphoric acid. uw the 
above the urine contains about 70 pounds of 
potash and 68 pounds of nitrogen. Taking 
the present recognized valuation of these fer- 
tilizing elements in.cash—viz., potash 8 cents 
por pound, nitrogon 22 ceats, and” soluble 
phosphoric acid 124foents—the manure of a 
cow for a singlo yéar is worth in money over 
fifty-three dollars—provided the latter was 
all saved, which is not the case. ‘The loss of 
this amounts to each animal to about three 
fourths of the whole or over $36. And what 
does this mean? It means if a farmer has 
ten cows or their equivalént in neat stock 
and allows the liquid portion of their manure 
to go tu waste during the entire year he is 


experiencing an actual Joss in cash of $397.50, i 4 


Examine Your Sheep. 


Farmers who have sheep, (and all ought to 
havo them,) should watch them closely at 
at this season of the year. Disease may spread 
very rapidly. If they appear to have a cold 
in the head ora cough, lose no time in giv- 
ing thom a coat of tar, Salt frequently, mix- 
ing a little rosin with the salt. This is good 
for thom sick, or well. Ewes raising lambs, 
need pure water ; as a goneral thing the dow 
is sufficient for sheep, bué when nursing it is 
not, and they will likely become diseased if 
they have nota supply. If your sheep are 
inflicted with hoof disease, lose no time in 
preparing them for the knife. It can be 
cured, but tho trouble is greater than the 
worth of the sheep. If you wish to make a 
cure, pare tho hoof closely, and stand the foot 
for one minyte in a strong solution of ‘blue 
vitriol; repeat this until a care is effected, 
When you have cured ove you will likely not 
attempt anothor,

MIDNIGHT DESPATCHES. 


Lonpon, July 4.—A despatch from Ber. 
lin states that the territory granted to Rou- 
mania does not include Silistria, The Rus- 
sians have abandoned all claim to Batoum.

Lord Beaconsfield in Parliament. 


| Mr. Justin McCarthy, the novelist, who 
| entered the gallery*of the House of Com- 
mons twenty-five years ago as a reporter, 
in a lecture on ‘ Madern Loaders,” brings 
out features of tho portrait of Mr, Disraeli, 
now Lord Beaconstield, which will be now 
to all who haye not hid the privilege of 
watching the great Uonservative Leader in 
the House of Commons. Mr, McCarty, in 
speaking to a large and select audience in 
tho Imperial Hotel hallin Gork,—a city 
which he left thirty-five Years ago, a hum- 
blo lad, to take a mituation ns reporter on a 
Liverpool paper :—“‘ Every ono in the hall 
was familiar with the carcer and the strange 
romantic rise of Lord Beaconsfield. Hie 
had been so much written about in the 
nowspapors, that the newspaper writers had 
created an imaginary Disraéli for the out- 
side public, 'and‘the Disraeli of whom he 
sometimes xead he was sometimes inclined 
to think had no existence at all, He had 
often been ploased to ask himself .if he did 
not look upon the wrong Disraeli; if he 
had not been taking the wrong man as tho 
person’'of his interest, and that the real 
Disracli was a different being, because if 
there was anything settled in newspaper 
writing it was that Disraeli was a darksome 
sphinx. They of the newspaper press had 
made # sphinx of their own ; he was describ- 
od as agontleman of imperturbable gravity, 
from whom. no smile eyer rose, and from 
whom no sudden surprise was ever known to 
draw forth a single expression of emotion. 
He could only say that Mr, Disraeli—now 
Lord Beatohsticld—was a most impulsive 
man, displaying his emotions frequently,in 
the course of debate interrupting his op- 
ponents, and when not interrupting,throw- 
ing in appropriate-jests;:making use of the 
most absurd obseryations during the 
speeches of those whom he opposed, and in 
other manners conducting himself in the 
strangest fashion, unlike the Disraeli of the 
newspaper préas, Lord Beaconsfield was 
now growing. somewhat old. Time had 
told somewhat heavily upon him, and now 
he found some difficulty’in gathering him- 
self together when addressing an andierice. 
But when he did speak there was tho same 
power of debate, the same strong voico 
that filled any assembly,and the same pow- 
er of holding his hearérs to the end of a 
every lengthened ‘parliamentary speech. Ho 
(Mr. pictnaty heard*him a fei nights 
ago, and dim also’ About twenty-five 
years ago, and though he was now on the 
right side of seventy, he could not recog- 
nize any difference in him. He had that 

style BF spetch’ which somehow; by 
tite"spel! of genius,he had managed to pass 
offqn the. English public as eloquence— 
that un-English kind of eloquence—those 
sentences from which evory ray or gleam of 
meaning seemed purposely to “be abandon- 
ed. Speaking for himself, he never could 
recognize in Disraeli anything of the high 
class of oratory, He spoke of him now not 
sx/ an orator, but as astatesman. One of 
his best points was his wonderful power of 
sarcasm ; he was happy when he transtix- 
ed his opponents with an epithet, for the 
use of an epithet now had the strongest of- 
fect in Parliamentary debate. He touched 
of some weakness of his opponent, either in 
language, thought, character, or it may be 
in personal appearance,and so making them 
all delighted with the man who gaye them 
the cause of hearty laughter. ‘Some of 
Disraeli’s most favorite efforts in the House 
of Commons seemed. to go very closely on 
what might be called>if he were not a 
great man and «Prime Minister—butfoon- 
ery.

y Midhet Pasha on the Bastern 
’ Question. 


Midhat Pasha contributes’ to the June 
number of the Nineteenth Century an inter- 
esting article upon “The Past, Present and 
Future of Turkey,” in which he aims to 
domonstrate the falsity of the accusation 
that the Turkish Government has habitual- 
ly maltreated its Christian subjects, and 
still habitually maltreats them. When the 
Turks conquered Roumelia, he. says, they 
allowed the” conquered), to. preserve their 
religion, their language, their property,and 
the right of organizing their schouls that 
thoy haye ‘enjoyed to this day; Mahmoud 
IL. received the Greok patriarch, whom he 
seated beside himself,-and to! whom he 
gave,as a token of the renewal of his spirit- 
ual authority, the scoptre ho carries to this 
day ; the same sovereign committed the in- 
spection of the metropolitan tribunals to 
Ohiriatian ecclesiastics, to satisfy himself 
that justice ‘was done to the, Christians. 
Turkey protected the Jews thatffled from 
Spain, the Cossacks and the Armenians. 
Within the last thirty years Turkey had 
made a marked improvement, Christians 
sharing the advantages of the reforms of 
Rachid Aali, and Fuad, and if the Chris- 
tians eae it was not becausé of 
abuses ‘that did not equally affect their 
Mussulman neighbors, But Europe, not 
hearing any complaint from these Mussul- 
mans, argued that only the Christians were 
oppressed, and the enemies of the Turkiah 
Empire seized the opportunity to inspire 
some races with separatist ideas.

Montreal and the Twelfth, 


It seoms to be now a settled mattor that 
the Orangomen will walk in procession on 
the twelfth in Montreal, and it is for those 
who are responsible for tho proservation of 
peaco and order to say what they are going 
to do about it. It is too late now, unless 
tho law ia changed meanwhile, to question 
the right of any body of Hor Majosty’s 
subjects to march along the streeta in pro- 
cession, and even wearing party badges 
and ploying party tunes, We believe it to 
be better that the law should remain so, for 
any attempt to legislate on the subject ca 
lead only to further trouble and addi 
complications. But this is not the question 
just now. It is whether a procession which 
is perfectly legal shall be oxposed to attack 
and the public peace endangered in order 
that the ill-feeling of a fow fanatics may bo 
gratified. Granted that the Orangemen 
have a legal right to walk as they propose 
to do, it follows that they have a right to 
protection in tho exercise of that privilege. 
Thoir claim to protection will be weakened 
instead of strengthened by calling upon the 
brethren elsewhere to come to their assist- 
ance, while those who go in response to 
such an invitation have not the same claims 
to consideration. To have a gathering of 
outside Orangemen, therefore, on the 12th 
would be short-sighted in the last degree. 
Tt would be the aurost way to provoke a 
disturbance, while it would not afford a 
particle of protection to those who require 
it, and who aré fully entitled to it, Let 
the Orangemen of Montreal parade tho 
streets of Montreal if they will, but let 
them do fit unattended. By thus com- 
mitting themselves to the care of the au- 
thorities they will take the surest possible 
method of obtaining what they sevk 
recognition of their right to marcli in pro- 
cession on the Queen’s highway as others 
are permitted to do. The law is plain,and 
the path of official daty is equally so ; and 
if there is any serious disturbance on the 
twelfth,more especially if outsiders remain 
away, on the Chiet Magistrate must de- 
volve the responsibility. 

Rarely has there been a more important 
crisis in the history of Montreal. The issue 
is a much more comprehensive one than the 
mere right tohold processions, Thiscountry 
is noted for its practically unrestrained 
freedom of speech, and it is greatly to be 
desired that it should remain so. It makes 
little ‘difference whether the interference 
with liberty takes the form of an attempt 
to muzzle the press, silence free speech, or 
put down significant party processions. 
The principle is the same in all cases. Any 
such movement is contrary to the spirit of 
British institutions, and the teachings of 
British practice. It may do for autocratic 
Governments to interfere in this way with 
expressions of opinions, but such interfer- 
ence can no more become the rule here than 
the shadow can go back on the sun dial. 
And if the authorities of Montreal would 
only discharge their daty effectively, and 
allow it to be thoroughly understood before 
hand that they are going to do all that the 
Jaw requires of them in the premises, the 
moral victory to be achieved would be cause 
for the most cordial congratulation. Let it 
once Ue thoroughly understood that no 
interference with any legal procession will 
bo allowed and all attempts at interfering 
with them will speedily die out. On the 
other hand, let it be understood that every 
party procession may be assailed with 
impunity in so far as the action of the 
authorities is concerned, and every recur- 
ring party holiday will become a season of 
riot and bloodshed. A little energetic 
action and resolute determination now will 
virtually settle the question for all time to 
come ; such vacillation, or worse, a8 was 
displayed last year will put sucha premium 
on the development of lawlessness that 
yoars will not suffice to undo the mischief. 
It is for those who are responsible for the 
preservation of the péaee to say whether 
the course of events for the next few days 
shall do infinite credit to Montreal or inflict 
vpon her irretrievable disgrace. They can- 
hot plead in bar of condemnation that they 
haye not been forwarned. For weeks and 
weeks this procession has been talked of, 
and it has been known for days that it was 
finally resolved upon. They have been 
publicly notified that the whole military 
force of the Dominion is at their disposal 
for the preservation of the peace and tho 
prevention of bloodshed, if their own con- 
stabulary is insufficient. They are aware 
that threats of violence have been made 
and that there is every probability that a 
riot will ensue if steps'are not taken to pre- 
vent it. If, in view of all this, the peace 
is broken and the riot gets beyond control, 
no language can be too severe to character- 
ize the conduct of those who had it in their 
power to prevent such an event, and either 
neglected or refused to make use of the 
means at their disposal. —Globe, 1st inst.

Barley Prospects. 

Mr. Lawder the well known agricultural 
authority, writes that returns from nearly 
all the principal barley producing counties 
of Ontario show a large decreaso in the 
acreage from last year, varying from ‘‘small 
breadth sown” up to “name as last year"; 
and where the deficiency is estimated, it is 
placed at from 12 up to 60 per cent, 
Twenty returns of this description show ar 
aceysge decrease of 36 per cent. 

A careful consideration of all the preced- 
ing returns seems to indicate that the acro- 
age under barley in 1878 is about 40 per 
cont less than in 1877 ; the yield likely to 
be about the same as last year; probable 
deficiency in acreage, 140,000 acres, and in 
yield about 4,000,000 bushels. 

The decrease in acreage of barley appears 
to by balanced by increase in acroage of 
fall and spring wheat ; and keeping in view 
the usual proportion in which fall and 
spring wheat are produced as much barley

The United States Harvest. 


The prospects of an abundant haryest in 
the United States seems to be excellent. 
About thirty million acres were in wheat 
the present year, an increase over last year 
in the area sown of 15 per cent, for winter | 
and for spring wheat. It is a curious fact | 
that while the total surplus sown with wheat 
is nearly as great as all New England, 


twelve States will this year produce four- 


fifths of the entire crop, These are Pennsyl- | 
yania, Tennessee, Ohio,Michigan, Illinois, 

Indiana, Wisconsin, Minnesota, Iowa, Mis- | 
souri, Kansas and Oalifornia. The crops 

promise to exceed $350,000,000 bushels of | 
wheat. Forty-five millions will be nocded | 
for seed, and it is estimated that we shall | 
have a surplus of 70,000,000 bushels for | 
shipment. Besides 30,000,000 acres in | 
wheat, wo have 50,000,000 acres in Indian 

corn, Illinois alone has 8,000,000 in corn, 

and Lowa 6,000,000. Tho acreage of corn 

has increased 20,000,000 since 1860. The | 
prospects aro for a fair rather than for a 
great crop.

Consequently, if any band received the 
maximum number of marks from each judge 
its total number could not amount to more 
than 600, and not to 610, which appeara to 
have been awarded to the Montreal Band. 
Early in the compotition I saw strong 
grounds for the belief that the distribution 
of tho prizes had been already decided upon, 
and I decided to have nothing whatever to 
say ton prédetermined fraudulent award. 
I therefore protested expressly against the 
admission of the Victoria Rifles’ Band as a 
competitor in the evening, it having already 
appeared ih the morning as the Montreal 
City Band, and I refused to give any vote 
on the merits of any band. The restof the 
judges decided that I must vote, and I then 
said, ‘ Well, thon, I give them all equal, 
120 marks each, which is virtually no vote,” 
and so f left the swindling decision to be 
given without my assistance. 

Even ao, I cannot see how the t City 
Band could have received 610 marks unless 
some of the judges, in their anxiety to se- 
cure a verdict, doubled their marks on 
some of the points to be decided on, With 
reference to the subject of “Reading,” I 
offered to write an original, march, to be 
soaled np in presence of the judges, and a 
copy td be handed to each band on its arri- 
yal in the stand ; but my offer was refused, 
and I was informed by Mr. Layallee that 
all that had been arranged, and that tho 
music for that test was perfectly safe andin 
his keeping. Ican now fully understand 
a remark I overheard on the grounds,to the 
effect that in “Reading,” at all events, 
“the Victorias will be able to hold their 
own.” 

It is perhaps going beyond what might 
be fairly required of me to state my opin- 
ions of the yarious bands; but if you donot 
think my letter too long, I may say that, 
from the opinions recorded by me in my 
notes , taken on the ground, I decidedly 
think that the7th Battalion, London Band, 
was the best on the ground, and fairly en- 
titled to the first prize ; that the 13th Bat- 
talion Band, of Hamilton, came next, and 
were it not for a little nervousness in some 
of the players it would be very difficult to 
draw any marked distinction between them 
and the London Band, The “A” Battery 
being entirely a brass band, could not be 
expected to compete in instrumentacion 
with the two others I haye mentioned, but 
regarded merely asa brass band, it was 
without doubt one of the best I have ever 
heard.

‘Thoy contend that in the | 
evont of such a course, Russia ought to retire 
from the Congress. 

Tho London correspondent of a Manchester 
paper says the troopships /imalaya and Sera- 
pis, and othor poworful transports, have been 
despatched to Malta because the conclusion of 
the Congress may and probably will render a 
rapid movement of Indian troops to some point 
in Turkish territory necessary, 

A Berlin despatch confirma tho report that

tween England and Russia would menace gyery- 
one, He said this because he, was convinced 
there would be peace now that the Bulgarian 
question had been settled.

determination to riso above all competitors 
in tho quality of his work, and in tho inter- 
grity, rectitude and virtue of his lif,

THE INSPECTOR’S REPORT. 
To the Warden and Members of Uke Municipal 
Council of the County of Hastings. 
Gentiemen :—I have the honor to submit 
for your consideration my annual Report on 


the Public Schoals of North, Hastings for the 
year 1877. 


SCHOOL SECTIONS, 
At the close of the year there were eighty 
rural sections und one incorporated Village in 
the Riding. The former were located as fol- 
lows :—Carlow and Mayo, 4; Dungannon and 
Faraday, 3; Elzevir, 7; Huntingdon, 9; Ma, 
doc, 15; Marmora and Lake, 10; Monteagle 
and Herschel, 6; Rawdon, 14; Tudor, et al, 
10; and Wicklow, ef al, 2 
Four Sections had, owing to their recent 
establishment, no schools in operation, 

SCHOOL MoUsEs. 
Seyen school houses were erected during 
the year—4 being constructed of frame, and 
3 of logs. . The frame buildjng erected in 8, 8. 
No, 1 Carlow deserves, taking all the circum. 
stances into consideration, special mention, 
It is the best school house north of Millbridge, 
although situated in one of our most remote 


| townships. 


In the village of Madog, the Board of Di- 
rectors are now building, for the accommoda- 
tion of the Public and Model School, a large, 
two-story brick edifice, which when completed 
will I think, be thé best school hogad inthe 
County"(extlasive of Belleville). . 
Tn S.S. No, 10, Huntingdon, a brick school 
house is also in process of erection, Both are 
to be furnished with folding desks and seats 
of the most approved pattern. ‘The total num- 
ber of school houses at the endo? 1877, was : 
Brick 12, stone 7, frame 39) and log 21. 
Since 1871, more than 60 school houses 
have been erected in-the Riding. To thoso 
who are acquainted with the recent establiah- 
ment of many of the settlements, and with 
the rough and infertile character of the dis 
trict ax a whole, such av exhibit spesks vol- 
umes for the energetic and, in many cases, 
self-denying efforts put forth. 
SCHOOL FINANOES—RECEIPTS. 

‘The total amount of regeipts. for, public 
school purposes for the year was $29,329.15. 
From Trustees’ tax in assessed property the 
amounts received were :\—Carlow and Mayo, 
$103 11 ; Dungannon and Faraday, $424 31; 
Elzevir, $1,862 88 ; Huntingdon, $2,039 74 ; 
Madoc, $3,834 50 ; Marmora and Lake, $2,- 
557 99 ; Movteagle and Herschel, $695 45 ; 
Rawdon, 34,389 39; Stirling, $1,244 20; 
Tudor et al, $1,117 37 ; Wicklow et al, $272,. 
93, making a total of $18,541 87. 
From the Legislative grant, $2,826 22 was 
recetved,and for the assistance and encourage. 
ment of poor sections, the Minister of Educa- 
tion, om my recommendation, granted $400 
from the\Poor School Fund. This, with the 
vory liberal som appropriated by you for the 
same purposo, and with smaller grants made

8 4,697 children who attended school dur- 
ing some portion of the year, 14 por cent at- 
tended for lous than 20 days ; 21 por cent. at- 
tended between 20 and 50 days ; 26 per cent. 
between 50 and 100 daya; 21 per cent, bo- 
tween 100 and 150 days; 14 per cent. between 
150 and 200 days, anil only 2 per cent. at- 
tended for more t! 200 days (the year 1877 
haying had 220 ashool days). 

The ovils of irregular attendance and ab- 
senteoism are regarded by all thoughtful ed. 
ucationalists an the greatest obstacles to the 
progreas of our schools. They are duc to a 
variety of causes, somo of which are unavoid- 
ablo. “Mach, however, is attributable to in- 
difference on the part of parents. ‘The gross 
carelessness manifested in this respect. by 
many respectable, prosperous, and even (in 
other mattors) intelligent people is to me 
amazing. In many of our sections there are 
wealthy and influential mon whose familios 
are growing up in a state little removed above 
illiteracy on account of this criminal apathy. 


1t is only as the community becomes intel- 
ligontly alive to the vast importance of the 
work of education that our schools will attain 
the position they should occupy, Still a 
gratifying iinproyement was made during the 
year. 

In Davganuon and Faraday, Elzevir, Hunt- 
ingdon, Madoc, Marmora, Rawdon and Tudor 
the avorage attendance approximated more 
nearly during 1877 to the number of enrolled 
pupils than in the proceding year. In Don- 
gannon and Faraday there was an improyo- 
ment of 10 per cent, and in each of the town- 
ships of Rawdon, Marmora, aid Huntingdon 
an improvement of 5 per cent. 


CLASSIFICATION OF PUPILS. 
The number of pupils in each of the Classes 


in the Public’ School curriculum was :—First 
Class, 2,059 ; Second Class, 1,236; Third 
Class, 1,1 Fourth Class, 2) and Fifth 
Class, 11, % 


Since my last report a vory important 
modification has boon made in the Public 
School Programme. 

It is now more clastic in its provisions, such 
subjects as Chomistry, Agriculture,’ and 
Botany being optional. 

Ceachers are now at liberty to concentrate 
their energics and those of their pupils on the 
more essential studies, 

Much injury has been done, and is yet be- 
ing done, to our schools by the’ careless and 
unsystematic manner in which mauy teachora 
promote pupils to higher clasacs. The re- 

ulations ao a cortain amount of work 
for each class, At the end of each quarter, ér 
half year, pupils should be carefully examin- 
ed on the work of their respoctive classes,and 
those who exhibit a reasonable dogree of pro- 
ficiency should be promoted, To act other- 
wise is to injure the pupils and to lower the 
status of the school, 


LENGTH OF TIME WHICH THE SCHOOLS 


WERE IN OPERATION, 
Owing to the poverty of many of the school 
“sections, the impassable state of the rords at 
certain séasons, the scarcity of teachers, and, 
in some cases, the indifference and négligence 
of Trastees, a number of the schools are not 
kept in operation during the entire year. The 
average time for which the schools of the In- 
spéectorate were’ kept open (including legal 
holidays and vacations) was 304 days—a slight 
improvement on 1876, As the supply of teach- 
ers become larger I will be enabled to urge, 
with moro success, ‘Trustees to the perform- 
ance of their duty in relation to this mattor. 
TEACHERS, THEUR QUALIFICATIONS AND 
SALARIES, 

There were employed during 1577, 49 female 
and 36 male teachers. Of these 9 held Pro- 
vincial second class certificates, 42 third class 
certificates, 2 first class (old county board), 
and 32 had special certificates. 

The highest salary paid to any teachor dur- 
ing the year was $550 (in Madoe village), and 
the lowest was $192, The average salary paid

_ TEACHERS, 

This gre&t evil still exists to a deplorable 
extent. Eighty-five teachers are at present 
employed in the public schools of North 
Hastings. Of these only 21 have been in the 
positions they now occupy for more than a 
year, No amount of ‘watchfalness, energy 
and ability will keep schools in an efficient 
condition while this state of affairs obtains, 
It wastes the financial resources of the sec- 
tion, deprives the teacher of one of the most 
offective incentives to industry, aud is ruin- 
ous in effects on the children, for whose bene» 
tit the schools exist. 

THE MODEL SCHOOL. 

At the commencement of the present year 
our local training school began its important 
work under the management of a staff of 
instructora possessing the qualifications re- 
quired by law, and selected with great care. 
the Principal holds a first clase, and the as- 
sistant teachers socond class Provincial Cer- 
tificates, and each of them is a graduate of 
one of the Provincial Normal Schools, 

They havo applied themsclves to their task 
thllataaal asitl enorgy which angurs well for 
the future, 

So far the school has labored under serious 
disadvantages in regard to accommodation, but 
when the handsome and commodious building 
now.in procoss of erection is comploted I trust 
the Model School will, in regyrd.to ita man. 
agement, discipline, and real etficionoy take 
its proper position at the head 6f the schools 
of the Inupectorate. 

You. may focl assured that I shall at all 
times esteem it a duty to watch its progress 
carefally and to do what I can to eabidnco ita 
usefulness. I shall do'this tho more readily 
feeling ag 1 do that if efficiently conducted it 
will prove of immense benolit to the Riding, 
bat it badly managed it will be a positive in- 
ury.to our schools. Tho Board of Trastecs 
hava from the beginning manifested a deop 
and intelligent interest in its welfare and aro, 
I think, determined to make it a Model 
Scliool in reality. 

During the firat session there woro 8 toach- 
ors-in-training in attendance, all of whom re 
ceived cortificates and are now engaged in 
teaching, in some cases with marked success, 
and, in every case, with much more officiency 
than they previously manifested. 

Since the ostablishment of County Model 
Schools the rogulationa relating to third class 
cortificates havo nocessarily been modified to 
a considerable degree. Candidates for them 
aro now requirod to pass a literary and also a 
prolosalonaletataination Dofore they arologally 
qualitied to teach, “At tho literary examina 
tion papors on tho following subjects axe wot: 
Writing, composition, geography, arit hn 
history, spelling, grammar, alge) 4 Ci 
and English Literature. While in, the Model | 
Schoob..they redeive from the Princips or | 
othor competent persons, metruction® on tho | 
theory and practice of teaching, reading and 
elocution, mental arithmotio, school Taw, and 
hygiono (the science of health). In addition,

THE TEACHERS ASSOCIATION, 

During the past year Teachors’ Associations 
were, for the tirat time, formally recognized 
by the Legislature as among the Educational 
institutions of the Province, and have, as 
such, received pecuniary assistance. 

The Government grant ($50) received by 
North Hastings ‘Teachers’ Association has 
been applied t> the purchase of additional 
volumes for the Professional Library in con- 
nection with the orpanization, 

Our meetings have been regularly held,and 
have been, on the whole,well attended. Since 
thé commencement of 1878, the teachers have 
manifested an increased interest in these con- 
Ventions aod the attendance has, in every 
case, been large, The cause of education has 
received much benefit, in thé past, from the 
Association and I have; no doubt increased 
good will bo derived from it in the fature, 

Ihave beon much gratified by the decided 
progress made, during 1877, by a number of 
our schools, and by the hopeful signs of im: 
provement exhibited by even: Much of this 
1s due to the increased interest in the schools 
evinced by Trustees, and'to the greater care 
taken id the selection of Teachers. 

Tho engagement of teachers is undoubtedly 
the most important work ‘Trustees have to 
perform, The teacher makes the school, and 
what is of vastly more importance, a pupil’s 
subsequent success or failure in life, and the 
ease or difficulty with which he will pass 
through it, depend toa much greater degree 
than many are ready to admit in his teachers, 
How many,after having spent years in school, 
have, in starting out for themselves, had first 
to unlearn much of what their teachers taught 
them, rid themselves of habits of body and 
mind which they wero allowed to acquire in 
youth, and then educate themaclvos, Few 
persons act incautiously in selecting mechan- 
ics or feven' ordinary laborers. Does not the 
transcendent importance of the interests en- 
trusted to the charge our teachera demand 
that in choosing them great care be exercised ?

The Outlook in Montreal. 


The meeting of Magistrates in Montreal 
appointed to devise meaus to preserve the 
peace on the 12th July having ended in a 
fizzle, a requisition has been got up address- 
ed to Colonel Fletcher, asking him to call 
out the troops on the 12th. This requisi- 
tion has been signed by six magistrates, 
although only three wore needed. A Mont- 


real paper states that the troops which will 


be certainly placed under arms in that city 
on the 12th are the City Volunteers of both 
6th and 6th Military district, including the 
St. Jean Baptiste Infantry, the “A” and 
“B” Batteries, and four Battalions from 
the country around Montreal. The outside 
troops, it would be inferred from the Col- 
onol’s remarks would be called upon to do 
the heavy work. There will be flying 
columns of troops and patrols to disperse 
crowds which may gather in different parts 
of the city. 


The Mayor, meanwhile has issued a pro- 
clamation in which he states that ‘no as-

asa rule, happens oyery year, 

Tux Huesstan Fry has done much dam- 
ago in early suwn wheat. Experience has 
shown that the moans for exemption from 
its deprodations that have boon most suc- 
eaatall have been the use of fine salt, at 
tho rato of 6 bushels por acro, and fine 
limo, soon after the plants have becomo 
large enough to attract the fly ; late plant- 
ing, thorough areas of the soil, and 
the removal of all rubbish and weeds; 
ample manuring of the soil so as to stimu- 
late a vigorous growth,and abundant stool- 
ing for thé root-buds, by which new spires 
are thrown up in place of those injured ; 
and lastly, by sowing only the most vigor- 
ous and hardy stemmed varictics. 

A Crover-sop-ror Warat.—No- other 
proparation for wheat is so gone rally suc- 
cessful as a clover-sod ploughed under early. 
This method, however, upsets the usual 
rotation in which cloyer follows wheat. 
But a good wheat crop is better than a poor 
rotation and the clover may come with the 
barley after corn, following a crop of tur- 
nips, sown upon wheat stubble. If wo 
can produce 40 bushels to the acre, it will 
pay to gtow wheat even with some trouble. 


WHAT SHALL BE DONE WITH 1HE CLO- 
YVex-sop!—[t may be considered that a 
good crop of clover actually adds to the fu- 
ture capacity of the land instead of exhaust 
ing it toany extent. ‘This ocours through 
the large addition to the soil of nitrogen 
ous und other organic matters derived from 
the atmospheré, and fertility brought op 
by the deep-searching roots. "To secure 
the, moat benetit, the second crop should be 
ploughed under early in September, with 
the seed, which is not lost, but returns to 
us again as a new growth of clover, when 
brought. to the surface by reploughing. If 
a crop of seed is desired, we should éricour- 
age a large growth, by top-dressing it at 
once, and thus put the soil in the best con- 
dition for wheat. 

Quack Grass.—Oareless fdrmets afe 
laying up’a store of trouble for themselves 
in permitting their farms to become Ovet- 
run with quack grass, T'riticum repens ; 
there is no more troublesoine weed, and:no 
other that increases so fast by neglect. But 
the July and August sun will bea match 
for even this weed if we give the solar heat 
achance to roast its roots. The cultivator 
isa better implement than the plough or 
harrow ; and a “grabber” with ourved 
teeth, which tearsout the roots and gathers 
them on the ;surface, Is the best Kind of 
gatherer. 


Susorer Fatrows, once so frequent, are 
now considered of questionable value, As: 
a means of improving the fertility of the 
soil, they are néedless, now that we can 
procure artificial fertilizers at a loss cost 
than that of the labor employed in the fal- 
lowing, and can raise a crop of roots or 
green fodder, that will clean the land and 
pay for the fertilizer several times over, 

Oats is generally the last of the small 
grains to be harvested, and is frequently 
gathered too late. Tf left until over ripe, 
the grain scatters badly; and the appear~ 
ance ofan oat. stibble always tells how 
much is lost. If at all oyer-ripe for cutting, 
oats should be reaped early in the morning, 
pe never handled in the middle of the. 
day. 

Cony.—We have noticed that the most: 
successful producers of corn are always last 
in the field with the cultivator. To “lay 
by” this crop in July is to early. The 
weeds thus have unnecessary opportunity 
to grow and mature seed. It is a question 
if it is not best to thin out the stalks moro. 
than is commonly done ; to grow the grain 
crop by itself, with but two stalks, or evén 
one, ina hill; and that for fodder by itself, 
with tho stalks as closely sat as possible for 
thrifty growth. 

Fopper-Crors.—Repeated plantings of 
fodder-corn may yet be made. Golden mil- 
let has proved a very productive fodder- 
crop for planting early this month ; and the 
new‘ Pearl millet” is worthy of a trial, 
Cabbage set out upon early potato ground 
will give one of the very best fodder-crops 
» +++ Nothing else is better for milking 
cows.than 

Roors.—For platting this month up to 
the 12 or 15th, ruta-bagas or Swede tur- 
nips, are excellont. Imperial Swede turnip 
is anew variety; that has been recently 
imported, and has been highly commended 
as yielding largely, No better ground than 
that from which early potatoes have been 
taken can be hai.Sow in hills 30 inches 
apart on rich sgil; with 3 lbs. of seed to the 
acroy For laterssowing this month and 
next, tho “Greystone” turnip is a very 
prolific new kind, recently imported. 

Earty Porators, in many places, haye 
fairly escaped the@rended bectle, and are 
making a good crop. _ ‘hey should be har- 
ok as soon’ is ripe, lest the weuther 
cause them to sprout, A second crop may 
be made by planting the carliest kinds the 
firat of this month. Of all the new sorts 
none have as yét displaced the Early Rose. 


Lire Porartoxs should be free from weed 
and beetles ; to suffer tho loaves to be eat- 
en off if a permanent injury to the roots. 
Generally itistho latest crop of beetles 
which does the most damage. 

Bucxwueat.—For a late crop,or one to 
occupy a rough piecs of ground that needs 
mellowing, buckwheat may be sown up to 
the 12th of July. Half a bushel to one 
bushelvof seed per acre is needed. A now 
variety, the ‘‘Silver Hull,” is a beautiful, 


timothy and cldyer successfully, with buck-* 
wheat in July. 


Livé-Srocx.—Diring the press of work 
the caro of the animals must not be neglect- 
ed. Plonty of good food and pure water 
should be given with regularity, tho latter 
is specially important and noceasary for 
health. They should bo protoctod’ from 
flies and other in¥oct pests, sheltorod from 
the extrome mid-day eats and kept clean. 
*| The ordinary sanitary rules which apply to 

our own health should bo 
gard to them. 

Suxer should havo a change of pasturo. 
Thoy are thon moro contented, act thrivo 
better. A largo fiold will not graze so 
many as sevoral small ones of the samo ng- 
grogato size. Givo nalt at least once a weok 
For scours, give a tablespoonful of castor 
oil; if continued, giye a tablospoonful cach 
of prepared chalk, and ésvonce of beppor- 
ment, in a cupful of wator. For stretches, 
which is only indigostion, comnion whon 
the pasture yets dry, give an ounce of lin- 
seed ofl, with « dram of ground-gingor.

The time when 
one would fill. a waggon body with Early 
Harvest or Sweet Bough apples, put in a 
éhovel and half-bushél measura, go to the 
nearest villave and shovel up his fruit, has 
gone by It pays to select the fruit, pack 
itin paper-lined now half-barrels, or in 
baskets orerates, and put it upon the mar- 
kot as-earefully as if it were peaches or 
pears. Thus treated, summer apples pay, 
as some growers know to their profit. 
BLACKBERRIES AND Rasppernrtes, as all 
guitivatorsslhould know have biennial stems. 
The shoot which grows this season will bear 
fruit next suinmer; the stems now bearing 
fruit will die in the fall, w be succeeded 
by those green and growing.- Growers 
Jiffer as to the propriety of removing the 
stems a4 soon Aa the fruit is off, some pre- 
ferring fo leave them until fall, under the 
plea that they will help strengthen the 
root. As good cultivators are equally di- 
vided onthis, both partios claiming that 
practice warrants their view, we doubt if it 
isa mattor of great importance, and would 
adopt.tho most conyenicnt course. New 
shoots,or canes for next year’s fruit should 
be cared for, and all that start; but are not 
needed, be hood up as weeds. Raspberries 
may be stopped in their upward growth, by 
pinching, when at three or four feet, and 
blackberries at five or six feet. This pinch- 
ing the tops will cause side branches to 
yroW, which’ are to be kept in control by 
pinching when they have grown as long as 
desifable, : ‘ 
Tutwwine Frorr, however thoroughly it 
may have been done early in the season, 
will still need attention, and any excess 
may still bo remoyed,

An Hour with Hdison. 


( From the Scientific American, ) 


Profeasos Edison's laboratory, in size and 

external appearance, resembles a country 
| church. T jo interior, however is not so 
church-like, ‘Tho first apartment is a re- 
coption room, on the right of which is tho | 
private office, containing a large library of | 
scientific works. Beyond these thore is a 
large room poptalning materials and a 
number of glass cases fillod with expensive 
physical and chemical apparatus. he ma- 
chino shop at thé rear is farnished with the | 
best of machinery and tools, and’ is kept 
constantly in eperation in carrying out tho 
| plans of Mr. Edison. On the second. floor | 
there is asingle spacious room, which is | 
the laboratory proper. ere, upon the | 
Walls, are shelves which are thickly studded | 
with bottles, jars, and boxes, containing 
all known substances, both common and 
rare. Itis a chronic habit of Mr, Edison 
to purchase every newly discovered sub 
stance, so that it willbe at hend should it 
be required. The Professor states that ng 
substance can be named that is not includ- 
éd in his collection, 

In the middle of the floor there is « 
stand containing a great number of bat- 
teries, from which wires run in all direc- 
tions. Beyond is a table upon which, 
among other pieces of apparatus, there is a 
large induction coil, capablo of yielding a 
pace 12 or 14 inches in length. Here 
also is the corbon relay, the progenitor of 
all existing carbon telephones, ‘* micro- 
phones,” and other instruments dependent 
on the changeable conductivity of carbon 
under a varying pressure. 

No one can pass by the phonograph, and 
tho Professor himself dues not tire in ex- 
perimeatjng with this wonderful machine. 


One phonographically cultivated can no 
longer be satisfied with ‘‘Mary had a little 
lamb” and selections from Mother Goose, 
for now the phonograph can sing, and not 
only a simple melody, but a duet, and even 
furnish you with an accompaniment and 
applause at the same time. 

_ The phonograph which Mr, Edison uses 
in his laboratory has a double mouth-piece, 
and the machine will faithfully reproduce 
a dues sung init ; but the most interesting 
performance is to hear the Professor sing a 
duct alone. Singing first the air of ‘John 
Brown's body,” ete., and afterwards the 
bass over the same inatrix while listening 
to the air as reproduced by the instrument, 
he produces a matrix which will sing both 
treble and bass, Not satisfied with this,he 
whistles Yankee Doodle, and finally, over 
the same matrix, talks in a loud voice, so 
that when the whole is reproduced we have 
a first-class street corner bawl, which is like 
this; Two fellows singing John Brown, 
Peed nen apne Raed phe 
window, ‘‘O shut up! Goaway! If you 
can't sing better than that the police will 
arrest you! Police! police !” 

In the extreme rear end of the labora- 
tory, among a host.of funnels, jara, acons- 
tic and pneumatic apparatus, there are 
telephone wires, with which are connected 
a carbon transmitting telephone and a re- 
ceiving instrument. Standing some 8 or 
10 feet from the transmitter, Mr. Edison 
said, in an ordinary tone of yoice, ‘Do 
you take the Screnrieio American?” 
Answer from the other end of the line, “1 
do.” Q. ‘What do you pay for it?” A. 
“ Three dollars and twenty cents a year.” 
Q. “What is your opinion of it!” A. 
“Tt isthe best of its kind.” Q. (while 
ccumpling a paper) ‘What am I doing 
now?” A. “Crumpling a paper.” Then 
followed music from a music box of the 
smallest size, and other tests, showing the 
wonderful perfection and power of the 
instrument, 

The thermo-telephone, explained by the 
Professor, although at present without 
special practical value, is certainly 4 noy- 
elty. It consists of a thermopile haying 
placed in its collecting funnel a hard rub- 
bee disk. A sound made in fromt of this 
disk is heard in a receiving telephone con- 
nected with the thermopile. 

The rationale of this is at once apparent 
when a strip of hard rubber is placed 
against tho lips and bent, so that the strip 
will be alternately concaye and conyex. 
The difference in temperature is very per- 
ceptible, the convex surface being cold and 
the concave surface warm, and, however 
rapid the vibrations which render, the sur- 
faces alternately convex and concave, the 
result is the same. 

We witnessed an experiment illustrative 
ofthe principle of Mr,..Edison’s. electro- 
motograph a telegraphic instrument in 
which the sounder is operated without mag- 
nets. In this experiment,a strip of chemi- 
cally prepared paper is laid upon a metal- 
lic surface, which is connected with one of 
the battery wires, anda platinum faced 
spring which is attached to the other bat- 
tery wire is takon in the hand and pressed 
firmly onthe paper strip; at the same 
time force is applied in tho direction of 
the longth of the strip. A telegraph key 
is placed in the electric cirouit, and when 
the current passes throngh the paper the 
salt contained by it is instantly Reosmpbas 
ed, so that it acts as 4 lubricant, permitting 
the spring to slide easily on the paper 
while the current passes, but immediately 
the current is broken the friction is suftici- 
ent to stop the spring.

Hlectricity as a motive power, until now 
has been a comparative failure, as 90 per 
cent of the battory has been wasted. Pro- 
fessor Edison has devisod a novel electrical 
machine which he calls tho Harmonic 
Engino, in which 90 per cont of the power 
is realized. With two small clectro-mag- 
nota and threo or four battery cells, sufli 
client power is generated to drive a sowing 
machine or pump water for household pur- 
poses, 


PLECTNO-MOTOGKAPHL 
This ongine consists of a fork 24 foot 
long, made of 2 inch square steel. Tho 
curved part of tho fork is firmly keyed in 
| a solid casting,which is bolted to a suitable 
foundation, and to ach arm of the fork is 
secured a 35 1b. woight. Outside of and 
noar the ond of each arm is placed avery 
amall electro magnet. These magnota aro 
connocted with oach othor,and with a com-

The arms make 35 vibrations per second 
the amplitude of which is 4 aot Small 
arms extend from the fork arms into a box 
containing a miniature pump having two 
pistons, ono piston being attached to cach 

Each stroke of tho pump raises a 
Vory small quantity of water, but this is 
compensated for by the rapidity of the 
strokes. Mr. Edisou proposes to compress 
air with the harmonic engine, and use it 
asa motive agent for propelling sewing 
machines and other light machinery, ‘Tho 
power must be taken from the fork arms 
so as not to affect the sychronism of their 
vibrations, otherwiso the engine will not 
operate,

Why the German Emperor Was 
Shot. 

Lhave just seon a letter, from Germany 
which throws some light on the motives o 
the crime of which the Emperor William has 
been the victim. It nayx:—' People must 
bo asking how it is that a Sovercign like ours 
can ba on two occasions thus attacked, ‘There 
is not a kinder hearted and moro affable man 
in Enrope, or one more ful of the suffer 
ings of his subjects. Ho is neither haughty, 
nor hard, nora despot. He is accessible to 
all, and has gono through many trials for the 
good of his country. He is now at the ond 
of his career, and the majesty of his age lends 
dignity to his character and ‘position. What 
_eason, moreover, people ask, is therefor kill: 
ing an aged Emperor, while it isn young one 
who will succeed him? When one knows 
what ia passing here among the Socialists, the 
key to the horrible enigma {s to be found, 
The Socialists have for some tine put. them- 
selves forward as the exclusive champions of 
the masses, and they fancy they have discoy- 
ered the remedy for their sufferings, Accord- 
ing to thom, all the ovil springs from the sac- 
rifice of industry and agriculture to an exag- 
gerated military system. The late wars have 
created a class of men of no fixed occupation, 
who do not like to earn their bread by labor 
as formerly, and who by precept and example 
Spread bad habits among tho laboring classes 
of the nation, Since tho last victories of Ger- 
many, industry and agriculture have been ne. 
glected and have suffered. ' Agriculture has 
become less productive, and industry can no 
longer make head against fo-eign competition. 
This state of things, they maintain, 1s to be 
reformed by collective labor, by co-operation. 
by the creation of national factories, and th® 
employment in them of all the valued an¢ 
available arms of Germany, But to put this 
remedy into execution tho present militar; 
situation must be altered. Germany, as 
have often heard Socialists say, must be un- 
barracked. When Germany is relieved of 
this plague, which carries off her greatest 
source of wealth, her strong arms and her 
youth, sho will return to labor aud will pros- 

r again. ‘Ihe barracks must be converted 
into manufactories, and industrial armies 
inust replace their present tenants, who con- 
sume without producing, and are fed by the 
labor of others. hese doctrines have been 
diffused, have produced fanatics; and this 
done it has not been difficult to breed ideas 
of assassination, the fruits of which are now 
being reapédd, Men who preach these doc- 
trines have openly denounced the Emperor 
as being the chief promoter and protector of 
German militaryism. To him, they say, it is 
due that this social scourge has attained its 
oth proportions, and so long as he lives 
ho yall maintain in.all itantoeuth the instws 
his plans, The Prince alone could not carry 
them out. Germany's terrific army is indis- 
pensable, and it is the Emperor who keeps it 
up and develops it. The Emperor gone, the 
policy of war would be abantoned, and Prince 

ismarck would cithor retire from office or 
would give up his policy of conquest for one 
of peaceful and :ocial development, These 
aro the sophistries by the aid of which fanat- 
ics are driven into the path of crime; yet, 
forsooth, the civilized world will ask whence 
come these murderous enterprises, which 
spread consternation everywhere, and shake 
liberty to its foundations ""—Leéer in English 
Paper. 


Cheap Living. 


Cheap living depends upon good cooking as 
well as upon cheap materials. 
ing is meant the art of eo preparing food as to 
got out the greatest amount of sustenance for 
the least money. Miss Corsoa, the New 
York philanthropist, publishes a pamphlet on 
the subject, in which 1s give the following bill 
of fare for a family of five; Monday there is 
boiled rice and milk for breakfast, corned beef 
andcabbage fordinner,and peas boiled in stock 
for supper. That day’s food costs thirty-five 
cents, Tuesday, broth and bread for break- 
fast, costing ten cents.; for dinner, baked 
beans ; supper, macaroni and cheese. Wed- 
nesday there is toasted bread and scalded milk 
for breakfast, stowed tripe for dinner, and 

lenta for supper. Thursday, rice pananda 
‘or breakfast, salt potafeu for dinner, and 
lentils stewed in stock for supper. Friday, 
broth and bread for breakfast, mutton and 
turnips for dinner, and barley boiled in broth 
for supper. Saturday, mutton broth and 
bread for breakfast, beef and potatoes for din- 
ner, and beans boild in broth for supper. Sun- 
day's fare costs sixty-one cents, and includes 
breakfast of cocoa, bread and fried lontils, 
dinner of beau roses a nO muse 
roly-poly pudding, and supper of cheese pud- 
eines For the ane that makes a total cx- 
penses of two dollars and fifty-three cents,and 
leaves a balance on my estimate of sixty-two 
cents for the extra bread, milk, and butter.— 
Watchman,

Family Matters.

ly aftor it has been laid on will scarcely affoct 
the work, 

Tho practice of pressing on the edge of a 
razor in atropping soon rounds it, ‘The press: | 
uro should be directed to the back, which 
should nover be raised from the strop. If 
you shave from heel to point of the razor 
atrop it from point to heel, but if you b 
with the t in shaving, then strop it fro! 
heel to point 

Wooden taps and faucets are proventod from 
cracking by putting them in molted paratfine 
aud heating them there at a temporature of 
212° Fah., until the bubbles of air coase to 
escape from the wood. The wholo is then 
allowed to cool to about 120° Fah., when the 
taps aro taken from the bath and cleaned from 
the adhering ee by rubbing with a dry 
voarse pieco of cloth. 

To clean soft»maliogany, or other ‘porous 
wood, scrape and sand-paper in the usual 
manner ; then take a sponge and well wet the 
surface, to raiso tho grain ; then with a piece 
of pumice stone, free from etony particles and 
cat the way of tho fibres, rub the wood in 
tho cirection of the grain, keeping it moist 
with water ; let the work dry, thon wet it 
again, and tho grain will be much smoother 
and will not raise #o much ; repeat the pro- 
cess, and the surfaco will become perfectly 
smooth and the texture of the wood much 
hardened. 


A coment that will resist water and a mod- 
erate degree of heat, and that will also be use- 
fal in joining small pieces of marble and ala- 
baster, may be made as follows Add a half 
pint skimmed milk, mix the curd with the 
whites of tive oggs well eaten, and sufficient 
powdered quicklime sifted in, with constant 
stirring, #o as to for.n a paste. 


Vapor-hanger’s paste is made as follows : 
Beat up four pounds of good white wheat 
flour in cold water—onough to form a stiff 
batter, first sifting the flour ; beat it well, to 
take out all the lumps ; then add enough cold 
water to make it the consistence of pudding 
batter; add about two ounces of well pound- 
ed alum ; pour boiling water, direct from the 
fire, gently and matcsty over the batter, stir- 
ring rapidly at the same time, and when it is 
observed to swell and lose the white color of 
the flour, it is cooked aud ready. This will 
make about three-quarters of a pail of solid 
paste. It should not be used while hot, but 
allowed to cool, when it will go further,

Tue Fucusta—Proracarine By Surrs. 

—For natural elegance and beauty I_ know 
of no flowers Which equals the fuchsia, It 
is eminently the flower for amateurs, 

whether for summer or winter decoration. 

There is no flowers of equal pretensions so 
easy of culture and propagation, and so ad- 
apted to a widely diversified range or cir- 

cumstances. In propagating take your 
slips offa heel, that is, pull them out where 
they branch from the main stem, slipping, 
not cutting them off, Have ready a box 
of vory fine nice soil, composed of sand, 
garden soil and manure well-rotted, or leaf 
mould, which is botter ; have it well mixed, 
plant the slips with two or moro loaf joints 
Under ground ; water them with lukewarm 
water ; never let the soil get dry, and near- 
ly every slip will grow. From April to 
October is the best time to slip. Many 
people complain that fuchsias are hard to 
start from slips ; this is owing to cutting off 
slips without a heel ; they should never be 
cut, but slipped off with a heel attached. 
Having started them, they will need atten- 
tion as to training, which can be done in 
auy manner tosuit the fancy. A neat little 
trellis many bo made or bought, over which 
it may be trained, or they may be made in- 
to neat little bushes by nipping out the 
centre shot whon about a foot high, which 
causes side shoots to start, which should 
have their tops nipped out again when of 
proper height. If a window or greenhouse 
is not convenient for suving the plants over 
winter, in October they may be taken up, 
the soil shaken off, and placed in a box of 
dry sawdust over winter.—-I¥”. C. L, Drew,

What they Propose todo About 
the Montreal|Oelebration. 


(From the Globe.) 


On Tuesday afternoon, the 9th ‘inst, 
soveral members of The Globe statf took oc- 
casion to call upon a number of prominent 
members of the Orange Order in this city, 
with a view of ascertaining. what course 
they intended to pursve in regard to the 
celebration at Montreal. It may be mern+ 
tioned that when the interviews took place 
the contents of the Premiier’s answer to 
the letter which was sent “him by some 
leading Orangemen iu the city (and which, 
with the reply, is printed herewith) was 
not generally known tothe Order—a fact 
that may in some degree modify the opin- 
ions expressed in the aftetnoon. 


Major Bennett, a well known and prom- 
inent Orangeman, and Deputy Grand Mas- 
ter of Ontario West, said that there was no 
intention on the part of the Orange Society 
of Toronto and York to go to Montreal as a 
body and join in the procession ; no doubt 
individual Orangemen, ‘Prentice Boys, and 
Young Britons would go; but if they did, 
it would be entirely on their own responsi- 
bility, and not under the auspices or with 
the countenance of the District Society. 
He felt there was no need to go and assist 
their brethren in Montreal, for he was con- 
vinced they would be protected in the ex- 
ercise of their just righta by a military force 
under the direction of the Government. 
The interpretation which he in common 
with other Orangemen placed on Mayor 
Boaudry's proclamation was, that it was 
intended to forbid their brethren in Mont- 
real from walking, but he was sure that the 
military authorities would prevent any dis- 
turbance of that kind by the emissaries of 
the Mayor. The annual procession in To- 
ronto and a meeting in the Queen's Park, 
would take place as usual this year. There 
was slight dissatisfaction manifested by the 
younger members of the Order on account 
of the wiser counsels of their elders prevail- 
ing, but they were becoming generally con- 
vinced that since the authorities superior 
to Mayor Beaudry were going to act upon 
the requisition of the Protestant magis- 
trates, the cause of civil and religious lib- 
erty would not be promoted by those from 
outside taking partin any demonstration 
in Montreal. 

Mr. Andrew Floming said that he did'nt 
believe that fifty men would leaye Toronto 
to take part in the Montreal procession,and 
that any who went would go on their own 
responsibility. Rererring to a story that 
already several Orangemen had gone to that 
city, and that to-day between seven and 
eight hundred more would go by the after- 
noon boat he characterized it as entirely 
withont foundation. 


Another representative member of the 
Order spoke generally in the sense express- 
ed by Major Bennett, remarking that if the 
Quebec Government would make Sir Selby 
Smyth a Commissioner of the Peace, and 
thus strengthen his hands to the utmost, he 
felt convinced that the Montreal brethren 
would be protected in their rights,and that 
for outside Orangemen to join in the cele- 
bration under such circumstances would be 
exceedingly unwise, likely to serve no good 
end and to embarass the movements of the 
military, He declared, however that bad 
they not been assured protection by the 
Federal authorities there would have been 
a large influx of Ontario Orangemen into 
Montreal, and they would have gone ready 
to secure their brethren in the enjoyment 
ofa just and legal right. He wished it 
clearly understood that the determination 
ofthe Order in Toronto not to go to 
Montreal was simply based on the consid- 
eration above mentioned, and was not 
caused by any “backing down” on their 
part. Under existing ciroumstances he did 
not think that one hundred Orangemen 
from the West would go to Montreal. As 
matter of choice and in the interests of 
the Society, they much preferred that the 
requisite protection should be afforded by 
the proper authorities rather than by out- 
side members of the Order—apart alto- 
gether from the fact that they would have 
been liable to arrost under the Blake Act 
had they gone there armed, He had 
heard that some of the more hot-headed 
members of the Society had been trying 
yesterday to charter a boat in order to go 
to Montreal, but even if the story was true 
they were not likely to succeed in peunne 
one. He felt that the advertisement issue 

by the Orangomen of Montreal calling upon 
their brethren to come to their aasistance 
on the Twelfth was a mistake and placed | 
them in a wrong position in yiew of the 
fact that tho Magistracy of Montreal had 
determined to take the proper legal steps 
for their protection. There were now, he 
believed, about 600 Orangemen in Mont- 
real, and 700 Young Britons, their haying 
been lorge accessions to their ranks since 
the murder of Hackett. Tho Orange Order 
had no control over the Young Britons, 
and he could not say how the latter would 
actin the premisvs, but ho hoped. they 
would take the wiser part of remaining at 
home, As to the course pursued by Mayor 
Beaudry, he remarked that ho had faith- 
fully acted the part assigned to him by the 
faction whose tool he was. Qrangomen 
felt all the more kéenly tho wrong done 
them in tho course pursued by the Sta ‘or 

of Montreal, from tho fact that Mr. Med- 

calfo, late Mayor of Toronto, and an 

Orangeman, had acted without partisan- 

ship in rogard to the pilgrimago riots, and | 
his conduct had been sustained by the | 
Orange body, 

The abovo may bo taken aa a fair samplo 
of the opiniona expressed by leading mom- 
bors of tho Ordor, Thoy all appeared to 
doprecate in the atrongest possiblo manner 
any outside Orangomen going to Montreal 
on the ‘Twelfth, fecling firmly convinced 
that tho rights of their brothron would be 
protected without such interference, and 
that the efect of outsiders gathering in that | 
city would be to lower the stauding of tho

The country will, doubt- 
lesa, be glad te know this, owing to the large 
demand that has been made upon the militia 
during the last two years to aid the civil pow- 
er in the suppression of riots. The Major- 
General commanding has recommended tho 
establishment of such a force for some years 
past, It isto be hoped that the snob ele: 
ment will not be chosen to officerit. There 
are many competent gentlemen in the coun- 
try who have never learned tho haw-haw 
style of talking, but who, nevertheless, un- 
derstand the duties of officers and are capa: 
ble of taking military command. Above and 
beyond all others, Colonel Denison, of Toron- 
to, (another example of what Canadians can 
do in competition with the world) shonld be 
high in command in the propoted force. Tho 
half-pay Imperial officer has had a large share 
of the pluma in the Canadian military pud- 
ding, and it won't do any harm to give our 
own fellows the bulk of thoso in the coming 
one,

What has posterity done for me, 
Henri de Rosnay might have said, that I 
should try to please posterity? Kather lot 
mo stand upon tho boards, when the author 
is called, and receive tho plaudits of living 
men and women. No greater rapturo, he 
would have added with truth, than to look 
round on the crowded parterre and the 
stalles 1’ orchestra ; to.pog.the people laugh 
and cry ; to lean back with the glow of an | 
approvin: nacionoe ; to Bay to. myself | 
ipse ipsissimus feci ; and. when tho curtain | 
is dropped to go to the front, and bow to 
those who are simple oriough to admire, 
And receive the envious congratulations of 
| those who belong tothe craft and mr@ mad- 
denod with jealousy and onvy,

Firat, tho tonant of the room was not 
alone ; it was s human burden.

may be most prominent at the time. More- 
over, these losses—if thoy be indeed losses, 
which wo are strongly inclined to doubt— 
have been offset in advance by gains preyi- 
ously made by the Government, Still, the 
Grit organ sees in what it presumes, rightly 
or wrongly, to be two Liberal gains, a great 
triumph for the party with which it is in 
sympathy. : 

These two seats,assuming that they have 

beon gained by the English Liberals, form 
the ono three hundred and twenty-fifth 
part of tho British Houso of Commons. 
Bat although the Consoryative party in 
Canada has gained during the last four 
years, or a little upwards, nineteen seats 
(including those of two Cabinet Ministors), 
or more than one-eleventh of the two hun- 
dred and aix of which the Dominion Houso 
of Commons is composed, the same journal } 
strongly denies that there has been any 
change of public opinion in this country. 
Tt is truly a strange sort of philosophy that 
induces a Grit editor to rejoice over an in- 
significant gain in support of Liberal prin- 
ciples in the mother country and point to 
it with triumph, whilat at the samo timo 
denying that his opponents at homo have 
any cause to rojoice over gains proportion- 
ately thirty times as great. But then there 
is no such thing as understanding the work 
ing of the ordinary ‘ Liberal” mind ; so 
we must let the Kingston organist felici- 
tate himself over the supposed ‘‘ triumph " 
of his friends in the mother country, whilst 
rejoicing oursolyes at the great and undeni- 
able reaction in favor of Conservative prin- 
ciples in Canada, which will further mani- 
fest itself by the displacement from office of 
Mr. Mackenzie and his follow incapables 
and brother corruptionists at the forthcom- 
ing general election. 


Our Marine Interests. 


The annual return of the Marine Depart- 
ment has been issued, and contains a vast 
amount of valuable information. From the 
comparative statement in the return it 
would seem that Canada stands fifth in the 
marine order of the world. The total ton- 
nage of the Empire, including Canada and 
other colonies, is about 7,677,000 tons. 
Tho second in order is the United States, 
which possesses a tonnage of 2,654,980tons, 
exclusive of the lake navigation. Thirdly 
stands Norway, with a total tonnage of 1,- 
391,877. Fourth, Italy with 1,360,423, 
Fifth, Canada with 1,310,488. Sixth, Ger- 
many with 1,053,229; and seventh, France 
with 870,000. We possess 7,032 vessels of 
all kinds, with an increaso of tonnage over 
the previous year of 49,575. The value of 
tho registered tonnage may be taken at about 
$39,314,040. This return is a yood indi- 
cation of our marine importance, and the 
steady increaso shows also that a great fu- 
turo isin store for Canada in relation to 
tho shipping interests of our people.

The opinion of these gentlemen 
sought yesterday by the St. Patrick's | 
Society of Montreal and all concurred in 
giving their decided opinion that the Orange 
organization is illegal within the moaning 
of the 6th section of chapter 10 of the con- 
nolidated statutes of Lower Canada, and 
that consequently any mooting of tho 
Socioty is illegal, whether held in a build- 
iny, on the streets or in any public place 
within the Province. Mr. W. H. Kerr, 
Q. O., also endorsed this opinion, and it 
was adopted by Alderman Olendinneng, 
who desired yesterday that the procession 
bo abandoned. What we take to be the 
second reason for the abandonment of the 
proposed procession was tho fact that 
Mayor Beaudry, instead of taking 
ateps to preserve the peace, 
dor the pretence of doing so had a crowd of 
five hundred roughs sworn in as special 
policemen and armed with clubs, in order 
to assist in preventing tho procession. The 
conduct of these men, as reported, fully 
bears out this statement. Honce, we take 
it, the Orangemen of Montreal, finding 
themselves menaced by a mob of intoler- 
ants, aided by Mayor Beaudry’s special 
armed peace-makers, their legal status un- 
der the existing laws, to say tho least very 
doubtfal, and inadequate means for their 
protection, resolved to abandon their pro- 
cossion rather than to provoke the bloody 
conflict which was but too evidently im- 
pending. Doubtless we shall be further 
and more authentically informed on the 
ubject to-morrow.

Voters’ Lists—Important Legal 
Decision. 


The decision rendered in the Court of 
Appeal a few day ago aro as follows in two 
cases set forth : 
** A case submitted by Judge Sherwood, 
under 41 Vic., cap. 2, sec. 11, asks ifa 
Judge, holding a Court for the revision of the 
voters’ lists under the Votera’ Lista Act, 
ought, on notice of complaint in conformity 
with the ninth section of the Act, to enter 
the names of persons under the following cir- 
cumstances :— 
“First—A person who is a bona fide owner 
or occupant of real property of the value of 
$400, and who was the owner or occupant 
thereof at the time of the tinal revision and 
correction of the assessment roll for the muni- 
cipality in which the property is situated : 
“These facts present the easo of a person 
who doef not appear to have been, at the time 
of the making ep the assessment, liable to bo 
rated for the property, but who acquired it 
before the final revision and correction of the 
roll under circumstances which are not shown 
to be those provided for by the third sub-sec- 
tion of section 8 of the Voters’ Lists Act. 
‘* We are, therefore, of opinion that the 
Judge vught not to add his name to the voters’ 
int. 


** Secondly—A person who has been in re- 
ceipt of an income from a trade, calling, office, 
or pice of not less than $400 annually, 
and has resided in the municipality before and 
since the completion of the last revised assoss- 
ment roll of the said municipality, and had 
been in receipt of said incoine for twelve 
months prior to such completion ; but has not 
been assessed in and by the said assessment 
roll, it being that on which tho voters’ list is 
based, 

‘* The porson is not Jiable to be rated for 
the said income, for two reasons: first, because 
income is exempt to the amount ef $400 ; 
although he might, if he had thought fit, have 
required his name to be put on the roll for it ; 
and secondly, because it does not appear that 
his income during the year preceding the 
making of the assessment amounted to four 
hundred dollars, 

‘‘We aro, therefore, of opinion that the 
anegs ought not to add his name to tho voters’ 
ist,

SEARCH FOR FIRBARMA, 
About eleven o'clock this morning, a po-

City Hall, about twenty or thirty consta- 
bles, sergeants and detectives, under Sub. 
Chief Paradis, marched down Notro Dame 
and St. James streets to the Orange Hall 
Strict secrecy wos observed by the poli 
from whom no information could bo gained 
as to the causo of their being called out. A 
number of detootives and conatables,led by 
the anb-chief,entered the building, whilst 
the remainder was told off in two aquads, 
and garded tho entrance. The motive of 
the police was soun made plain—they were 
to search the Orange Hall, and neigbor- 
hood for firo-arms, A crowd collected on 
tho other side of the street, and many were 
the speculatious advanced as to this moye- 
ment on the part of the guardians of the 
Pence. Many thought that an attack on 
the Hall was meditated, and the police were 
there to guard it, The search was thorough 
in every particular, every nook and corner 
being looked into, Boxes were searched, 
and.the floor was raised in several places, 
Whilst this was going on some Orangemen 
asked detective Cullen what authority they 
had for tbe proceeding, on which ho pro- 
duced the search warrant, Tho search was 
continued, even the cellar being thoroughly 
scoured. ‘The adjoining store of Hugh 
Clarke & Co., wine and spirit merchants, 
was also entered by the ofticors of the law, 
at a quarter to one o'clock, but the search 
was given up a8 a fruitless job, and the 
police marched back to the City Hall. 
It is said that the affidavit was signed by 
Wm. P. Mullen, who considered he had 
grounds for believing arms were concealed 
there, The warrant was issued, it is stated 
by order of the Mayor. 

Our contemporary adds that 500 special 
constables were sworn in by order of the 
Mayor, but the men being Roman Catho- 
lics and of a low class, not much expecta- 
tion was entertained of their being of any 
assistance in preserving the peace, 

Mr. J. F. Dubrouil, Deputy Clerk of 
the Peace, swore in 100 special constables 
to protect the workshops and sheds of tho 
Grand Trunk Railway Company at Point 
St. Charles. Sixteon men have also been 
sworn to guard St. Patrick’s Church in the 
event of any trouble. 


WITH THE MAYOR,

The procession will not be large, but 
their sympathizers in the streets are many, 
If a conflict ocours it will undoubtedly take 
place between the Orange Hall and Victoria 
Square, where the dangerous clement is col- 
lecting in masses, 

‘The Chiet of Police,with sixty men search- 
ed the passengers in the steamer from Quo- 
bec for arms, but found none, Some 400 or 
500 men were on board. 

A man named Brennan, from Throe Rivers, 
was arrested at the railway depot with a 
oaded seyen shooter on his person, He was 
ocked up.

A Profession of Faith, 


Some striking words of the late Professor 
Henry have just been made public, being an 
extract from the last letter he ever wrote. 
They are important as a profession of faith on 
tho part of one whose inflaence on American 
science during the past forty years. has been 
second to that of no other scientific teacher : 
“ Whenev come wet Whither are we go" 
ing? What is our final destiny? The object 
of our creation? What mysterivs of un- 
fathomable depth environ us on every sido; 
Lut after all our speculations and an attempt 
to grapple with the problem of tho universe, 
the simplest conception which explains and 
connects the phenomena is that of the exist- 
ence of Ono Spiritual Being, infinite in wi 
dom, in power, and all Divine perfections ; 
which exists always and everywhere ; which 
has created us with intellectual faculties suf- 
ficient in some degree to comprehend His 
»perstions as they are devoloped in nature by 
what is called ‘acionce.’ This Being is un- 
changeable, and, therefore, His operations 
are always in accordance with the same laws, 
the conditions being the same, Evonts that 
happened a thousand years ago will happen 
again a thousand years to come, providing 
the conditions of existence are the same. In- 
deod, a universe not governed by law would 
bo a uviverse without the evidence of an in- 
telloctual Director, In the scientific explana- 
tion of physical phonomena we assume tho 
existence of a principle having properties suf- 
ticient to produce the effects which we ob- 
n the principle so assumed ox. 
plains by logical deductions from it all the 
phenomena we call it a theory ; thus we hayo 
the theory of light, the the 


'y of electricity, 
Thero is no proof, howover, of the trath 
of these theories except the explanation of 
the phenomena which they are invented to 
account for, This proof, however, is suffici- 
ont in any case in which every fact is fully 
explained, snd can be predicted when the 
conditions are known,

what evidonco does the existence of a Creator

| tablished by experience ia my own mind that, 
Ihave a thinking, willing principle within

| feeling. Sccond, it is equally clear to mo 
that you have a similar spiritual principle 
| within yourself, since, when I ask you an iny 
telligont question you give mo on intelligent 
answer, ‘Chird, when I examine operations 
}of nature I find everywhere through thom 
| evidences of intellectual array; 
trivances to reach definite ends precicely aa I

| inferr that these two cliasd# of oporations aro 
reaulta of similar intelligence. Agno, in my

The special constables wore greatly excited 
at times, and, as Various incidents happen- 
ed, wero with difficulty kept under control 
by their officers. Tho Mayor, Ald, Mercer, 

Mr. McNamee and civic magistrates found 
it necessary to implore them ‘for God's 
nake”—as ono excitedly shouted —to re- 
member they were constables employed to 
keep order, and to remember what they 
were, The Mayor subsequently, with an 
escort of several policemen, entered the 
Orange Hall,and again requested them not 
to walk. 

A Young Briton, with his coat-collar 
turned up to hide his necktie, having his 
hat in a paper bag, managed to reach the 
front of the crowd on St. James street, 
when, being noticed, he made a rush for 
the cloazed space, and, though at first pre- 
vented, was permitted by the police to pro- 
ceed to the hall. 

A man named Fournier, not an Orange- 
map, but under the influence of liquor, 
came from the direction of the hall and 
approached the mob, at Place d'Armes. A 
policeman fearing he would bo mistaken 
foran Urangeman (because of his white 
trousers) and be assaulted by the crowd 
rushed after him, when he madly 
rushed into the danger he was too stupid 
to see awaited him, Detective Cullen and 
other policemen, however, stopped him, 


DISAGREEMENT AMONG VOLUNTEERS. 


A little trouble occured between a mem- 
ber of the St. Jean Baptiste Infantry Com- 
pany and one of the Victoria Rifles, while 
on the parade ground opposite the Windsor 
Hotel. From what can be learned it 
appears that a volunteer of the first-named 
corps, not exactly sober, began toying with 
the brush in the Victoria man’s busby, and 
behaving in amanner which offended the 
other to such an extent that he drew his 
sword bayonet. The St, Jean Baptiste man 
as promptly got ready his weapon, and a 
regular duel would have beon fought but 
for the inteference of the aggressor’s officer,

Tho weapon not being handled 
properly, accidentally went off, lodging 
ball in the top of Meunier’s head, Dr, 
Ricard was called in, and probed for the 
ball.

ONE OF THE TRUM BLUES ATTACKED. 

One of those who so gencrously relied 
upon the authorities was brought back to 
the hall in a dangerous condition. So far 
as we could learn, Robert Gilbert, a young 
man who lives on St. Constant street, was 
attacked by «a mob of abont twonty (of 
whom Dotective Cinqmars recognized one 
as Napoleon Meunier,who was most active) 
and brutally assaulted. After a tussle with 
his assailants, the Ind was rescned and 
brought back to tho hall as stated before. 
He was found to haye received a very ugly 
wound just over the left eye beside tho 
temple. Several doctors were immediately 
sent for, and after some minutes Drs, 
Dugdale and Turgeon arrived. They pro- 
nounce his wounds not fatal. 

OTHER ASSAULTS, 

Detective Cinqmars received asevere cut 
in the back of the head froma stonethrown 
by one of the crowd about 10 o'clock this 
morning. 

About 3:30 a commotion occurred oppo- 
sito St. Lawrence Hall, by the appearance 
of a Young Briton named Bell walking 
along St. James street. An immense 
crowd followed the Jad shouting and breath- 
ing threats against him. He got into a 
carriage, but was afterwards removed to 
St. Lawrenco Hall for safety. The police 
had great difficulty in preventing the mob 
from breaking in the doors of the hull. 
Bell states that he was first tripped and 
pushed by a man standing near tho hall, 
when he asked a policeman to arrest his 
assailant, which the policeman refused to 
do. Boll says ho then hailed a cab and 
got into it witha True Blue who was with 
hiv, telling the cabman to drive him home, 
and that after starting away the mob or- 
dered the cartor to put the boys out. Af-

with respect to the more important cereal 
crops, the highest anticipations that haye 
beon formed during the whole of the grow- 
ing season. Fall wheat is everywhere 
spokon of as being eithor a “good,” “above 
the average,” or “oxtraordin: y large” 
j crop, and tho area under this grain is car 
| tainly larger than was ever known before, 
jin Canada. Even the then-considered 
| pheaomeba! crop of last year will apparent- 
| ly be exceeded in quantity if not in quality 
| as well. Of course it will not do to count 
| too surely on our chickens before they are 
| hatched, for in the conntry north and east 
of Toronto nono of the emps are yet -past 
| tho stage in which they may suffer material 
| damage from ruat and femal storms. = In- 
| deed, the number of reports in which the 
presence of “‘a little rust? is mentioned is 
far greater than we couldwish. When the 
| spores of this fungus are present in such 
| (uantities it needs only the continuance of 
| such moist, “muggy” westher as we have 
| had Jately to induce a general growth of the 
parasitic fungus on the wheat. Lurge 
| sections, which comprise some of our best 
winter wheat districts, and where usually 
our brightest samples of grain are grown, 
aro not by any means clear of dauger as 
yet, and as there will be plenty of wheat 
at low prices this year, such an occurence 
| as wholesale rusting and consequent stop- 
page of tho filling process,should it happen, 
would bea severe blow to the prosperity 
of the farmers whose crops were visited. 
» Which in ordinary years 
exceeds the fall wheat by soma twenty or 
twonty-five per cent, seems likely this year 
to be out yielded by the fall wheat. The 
area under spring wheat is much larger 
thon usual, both the spring and fall varie- 
i been sown abundantly in an- 
ticipation of a European war, but the un- 
uaually cold month of May gave it a check 
which deprived it of nearly all the advan- 


| tages gained by tho early opening of the 


summer, Our reports give the condition 
of spring wheat as being leas promising than 
thnet of the fall, and of course any danger 
from rust and lodging to which the fall 


| wheat is exposed threatens the spring wheat 


much more seriously, If no evil befall 
this crop, it also will be the most generous 


of its kind ever raised in the Dominion. 


Oats is pretty generally, but not invari- 
ably, spoken of as a goo: crop. The area 
under this grain is smaller than usual, no 
doubt from land having been put in wheat 
that, if the markets had been in their nor- 
mal condition,would have been under oats, 
This may reduce the oat crop below an 
average in total yield. 

The reports of the condition of the barley 
aremore uniformly good than those re- 
specting oats, The aréa under this grain is 
unusually small, the low prices raling at 
seod time and the high prices then expect- 
ed for wheat having caused the latter grain 
to be preferred before it, This is the usual 
story with the barley crop. Tho market for 
it is so limited and so easily ‘*cornered” 
that the growing of itis a perfect lottery. 
When our farmers learn that barley will 
compare favorably with any grain for feed- 
ing purposes they will be less at the mércy 
of the brewers, and the area under barley 
will not be liable to such extteme Varia- 
tions. 

Poss have patticipated in the reduction 
of area along with oats and barley, but peas, 
being % pre-eminently cool weather crop, 
cume through the cold part of early summer 


“without injury, and are now spoken of as 


an unusually abundant crop, which may 
atone for the restriction of area, 

OF rye we huve few reports, but all we 
havo are very favorably, 

Corn, wo are somewhat surpriaed to see, 
igepoken of as being generally in good condi- 
tion, notwithstanding that the early'part of 
the season was entirely unsuited to it. 
Hay, the inost important of our crops 
after wheat, is a much greater than average 
stand, oxcept in the cast and north of the 
Provin In the west a considerablo 
quantity has becn secured in fair order: 
Potatoes will be a great crop, despite’his 
beetleship of Colorada, who is doing some 
damage, especially in the east of the Pro- 
vince. As to root crops generally, they are 
so dependent on future weather= that it is 
impossible for reports at this date to indi- 
cate with any degree of certainty their pro- 
bable outcome. At present their condi- 
tion is better than average. 

A}l fruit crops except apples will be rath- 
er short, the severe Juno frosts haying cut 
off tho blossoms. As to apples, last year 
was the ‘‘oft” year for our orchards, and 


| our reports indicate that the syatem of al- 
| ternate good and bad years will provail os 
| sual this season. 
| apple crop we can afford to be somewhat 


With an abundant 
deficient in other fruits without much in- 
convenience being caused. Plums* have 
soffered as usual from the curculio, which 
insect some fruit growers seem to appre- 
ciate as a foo against which it is useless to 
strive, As long as that Opinion provails 
plums will be scarce with thei, 

From Quebec comes a ory for rain and a 
much more uneven set of returns than 
those from Ontario. Very little fall wheat 
is grown in Queboo, but what thero is of it 
this year promisos to be the bost ever gar- 
nered. All spring crops have suffored from 
barloy, peas, 
and oats seem likely to go beyond the 
average and spring wheat to be a full aver- 
ago. As tu potatoes, in addition to frost 
and drouglit, tho full brant of the potato 
boetle's attack is now being experienced, 
and thore is a reasonable certainty that the 
crop will be a poor one, notwithstanding a 
few scattering reports of favorable tenor. 


| In the onst end of the Province the hay 


crop is abundant, but in the wost local 
droughts havo reduced its promise to not 
moro than an avorage.

RISING BARRISTERS :— 


“The opinion Kiven by oortaln counsel ro- 
garding tho illegality of the Orange Society, 
no doubt conhiderably surprised your reador 
The Act unger Whinh it ie mnmtanded bh 4 
ango Ordor falls, is tho 10th Chapter Consoli- 
dated Statutes of Lower Canada. This Act 
was based upon an Act passed immediately 
aftor the rebellion in 1837, and refers to sedi- 
tious soci. ties, It isa principlo of law as well 
as of common sense, that an Act mast always 
be construed according to the spirit and not 
according to the mere letter of its terms 
Fancy the position in which we should be 
paced if the opinion of the learned counsel 
ho correct. Conatrue this Act according to 
tho letter (as has been donc), and not only 
Orangemen, but the Jesuits, Oddfellows, Free 
masons under the Grand Lodge of the Prov- 
ince of Quebec, fall within its provisions, for 
the Act has not beeu extended so as to include 
the new Lodge in its excoptions, but only ro 
{ra to Masons under tho Grand Lodge in the 
United Kingdom and Grand Lodge in . anada. 
The learned counsel also held that every one, 
whether a member of the Order or not, who 
joined the procession is equally guilty ow, 
if the Urange Society be illegal, it is i legal 
not oaly on the 12th July, but on every day. 
Thero can be no exceptions; once illegal, 
it must always be so. The whole Prot- 
estant population of Montreal, therefore, who 
walked at Hackett’s funeral, behind the Or- 
angemen, on the 13th July last, are guilty 
of felony under this holding. and liahle to 
seven years Penitentiary. This is rather 
startling, but it is the only result of the opin- 
jon as published, As a matter of fact, the 
statute referred to is wholly inoperative and 
worthless—no conviction could take place 
thereunder ; it is a dead letter, The caso as 
submitted, it will be noticed, pre-supposes an 
illegal oath “has been taken by every Orange. 
man, This is monstrous, and contrary to 
every principle of law. The Court would be 
Baten to order the Society to produco its 
Oks in a caso against one of its members, or 
to compel any member of the order to give 
evillenoo against the party accused, as in 
eithor case the witness would simply claim 
the protection of the Court. The whole case 
would fall to the ground and could not ge to 
the jury. The Roman Catholic counsel re- 
tained to prosecute the Orange Society atter 
the Jast 12th July (1877) saw the difficulty at 
once and that nothing could be done. Why 
the necessity of the Procession Bill if the So- 
ciety be illegalt It is strange that Mr. 
Kitchie, Q.C., who has been the Crown Pros- 
ecutor in Montreal for so many years, never 
thought of proceeding under this statute, as 
isthe dutyo the Crown to bring to justice 
all persons guilty of felony, and the informa: 
tion against the Society or ite officers could 
haye emanated direct from the Crown.

Jt cannot, however, fail to strike 
tho intelligent meaiiar Bhat this opinion stamps 
with illegality not only the body in question, 
but also all socicties, secret or open, in which 
any engagement of any kind is imposed upon 
the members, such as to abstain from intuxi- 
cating drinks, or even such sovieties as are 
composed of several branches, each having si 
parte officers and owning some central juri 
diction, such as the politics! organization of 
the Reform and Conservative parties respoot- 
ively. 

I am, however, disposed to admit—not* 
withstanding its far-reaching and absurd 
rosults—notwithstanding the fact that the 
Act was passod during the time of robellion, 
and that its preamble distinctly declares that 
its object was to ‘liscourage sedition—not+ 
withstanding the fact that socicties equally 
under the ban of the said Act lave ever since 
been suffered to exist,and many even express+ 
ly acknowledged bysingorporation, whereby 
it might reasonably be presumed that the Aot 
had become obsolete, and could not be pro- 
perly enforced—that nevertheless the Orange 
Society is an unlawful combination and con- 
forence, 

The serious difticulty which existe in refer- 
ence to the action of the authorities on the 
12th still remains, G-anting the society to 
be an illegal confoderacy, is a meeting of 
members of that society on the strects ne- 
cossarily an unlawful assembly, to as to jus 
tify their dispersion by tho inagistrates in 
their capacity of conservators of the peace? 
The eminent counsel whose opinion has been 
published are well aware that an unlawful 
assembly is entircly different from an assom- 
bly of persons who belong to an illegal asso- 
ciation, The idea of violence, threatening 
tumult or public terror is inseparably con- 
nected with tho worda ‘ unlawful assembly,” 
and without these elements the conservators 
of the peace have no ri, ht to disperse persons 
making use of the atrects. 1t would be the 
same os if they were to uso their authority in 
dispersing an Oddfellows’ picnic, ’ 

T ropeat it, the right of a magistrate to din- 
Pporse an ans bly for the conservation of tho 
peace extends only to such assemblies as are 
threatening to break the pence, or aro produc: 
ing well-founded terror in the publio mind as 
the result of thoir actions. And this may be 
a vory serious mattor for tho city, For, sup: 
posing a few Orangenioa without any oiroum- 
atances to occasion fear, should quietly walk 
through tho streets, and, upon an attempted 
arrest, resistence should follow, and one or 
more should be killed or wounded, what re- 
ault would follow to tho city, supposing such 
attempted arrest turned out illegal ? The con- 
sideration is a scrious one, and onght to ins | 
duce city authoritios maturely to oonsider 
whether they will incar #0 scrious a responsi- 
bility.

BXCITEMENT AT POINT ST. CILATRLES, 


Monthwat, July 14.—Last evening tho | 
p2ople of Point St. Chatles were in.a fever | 
of excitement, the Orange district being in | 
terror that the Irish Catholic Union of an 
adjoining-neighborhood would come over | 
and drive the Orange Toung Britons out of 
the place, and burn dovn their lodge-room. 
The Union men gatherwd at their hall 300 
strong,and all manner of sensational reports ) 
wore Hying about corcerning their inten- 
tions. [he Orange Young Britons were 
on the steeet in a comiderable body, and ] 
were reinforced by all their friends of the 
place. At one time fully fiye hundred 
meén wore assembled near tho railway cross- 
ing ef Wellington strest, momentarily ex- 
pecting the arrival of the Union men. So 
great was the fear of a raid being made on 

| them that every house in that district was 
defended in some manner or other. The 
men and boys were armed with about 200 
rifles, and others had shillelahs and other 
weapons. The women and children were 
ready to, do what they could to 
help the sterner sex, though many 
of the females were crying, and in tho ut- 
most disinay. Major McEwen and other 
magistrates of the Point went over to tho 
Union men’s quarters, and implored them 
to disperse and give up their intention—if 
they really did intend to clear out the 
Orangemen of the place. This state of 
affairs continued till about three o'clock 
this morning, when all fears of an attack 
disappeated, and the frightened inhabitants 
retired to rest. The favt that all the mili- 
tary had been dispersed made the Orang 
men fear that the Union men would take 
this advantage and pounce upon thom, 
For the last.few evenings the band of the 
Orange Young Britonsof the Point 
been marching about the streets, 
decked in their colors, and sometimes play- 
ing party tunes. If they continue this 
practice there is not a doubt but the Union 
men will be down on them,whena horrible 
party fight will ensue, The Orangemen of 
the place say that if tho military had not 
been in tho city on the twelfth they would 
have marched through the city even if they 
wore sure half their number would be 


killed.

BRITON SHOT JY A CATHOLIO— 
THR ASSAILANT AT LARGE, 


Naranee, July 14. 


One of the boldest attempts to commit 
murder was perpetrated yesterday after- 
noon, between four and five o'clock, on the 
highway, near Marysville Corners, eight 
miles of Napanee. A young man 
named Samuel Kelly, a Young Briton, 
while going along the road with a load of 
brick, passed a man named Jamas White, 
a Catholic, who sat on the fence, Kelly 
remarked, ‘‘I saw some person looking for 
you tu-day.” White remarked, ‘‘All right,’ 
and named over twoor three persons, He 
then asked if it was Boulton, policeman of 
Shanvonville. Kelty answered in the 
affirmative, when Whito said, “ Oh, I 
shook hands to-day with him. It is all 
right.” White then entered into conver- 
sation with Kelly, and finally remark- 
ed, “ As you are going to return, [ will 
go down with you.” Hoe then got up on 
the rear of the waggon and drew his revolv- 
or, and without the least provocation de- 
iberately fired at Kelly from behind. 
Kelly looked back, and exclaimed, ** You 
have shot mv.” White replied “No,” 
jumped off the waggon, put the revolver in 
his pocket, and ran across the fields. Tho 
bullet passed between Kelly's arm and 
body, and struck the centre of the left 
thigh, passing down towards the lower part 
ofthe kneo. A medical man was sent for 
and probed the wound twice, but the ball 
is some five inches or more in the flesh, 
and cannot be extracted as yet. Kelly has 
no use of his log, and lies in a critical con- 
dition. Hoe states that ho had always beon 
on good terms with Whito, and did not 
droam of such a dastardly uct. Whito has 
escaped arrest so far.

be time to make a fire, and the Srpan will 
last near two months.

its relation to language. Language eaiated be. 
foro grammar, and hence grammar exercised no 
influence in moulding language ; that is, it does 
not make one form of expreasion right and an- 
other wrong. The principles and rules of gram 
| mar are merely generalizations derived from the 
study and investigation of language, 

But, while English Grammar has nothing to 
do with forming the language, ‘it exercises an 
important influence in preserving the languago 
from change, in moulding the speech of individ- 
uals who use the language, and in bringing this 
speech into conformity with the correct princl- 
ples of the language, 

The nature of the mental exercise involved in 
the study of grammar is peculiar and has much 
todo with the important position’ assigned to 
it in the common school. Much that has been 
hitherto submitted to the child has appealed to 
his mind through his observation ; but the ele- 
ments of this subject are not things. Grammar 
deals, not with the subject matter of thought, 
which may admit of visible illustration, but 
with the forms of thought which do not. Thus 
itis the pupil's first introduction to abstract 
thinking, and his preparation for all subsequent 
efforts in this field. 

‘The efficient teaching of grammar involves the 
teaching of principles, and also the careful atten- 
tion to the spoken and written language of the 
pupil. ‘Tho teaching of principles and rules in- 
cludes two distinct courses, the analytical and 
the synthetical, 

The analytic course, which excludes the use 

of a text-book until a certain proficiency has 
been obtained, must vary with the skill of the 
teacher, ‘To succeed, the teacher must know the 
subject well himself, and possess the power of 
communicating his information methodically, 
intellectually and agreeably. 
The analytic course should be conducted by 
oral lessons, examples being presented from 
which the children derive the rules for them- 
selves. This course may be divided into four 
stages, viz,; Classification ; Sub classification ; 
Inflection ; aud Relation of Words. 


Analysis of sentences must be taught at the 
same time, and considered under four stages cor 
responding with those of grammar ;—Subject and 
Predicate ; Enlargements, Completions and Ex- 
tensions; Different kinds of Enlargements and 
Extensions, and the Compound Sentence ; The 
Complex Sentence, 

‘This is a little in advance of my subject, which 
has reference only to the first principles of gram. 
mar, but it may serye as a hint how to continue 
the analytic course in senior classes. 

Tn teaching classification, show by various il. 
lustrations that it implies placing things togeth- 
er that are alike and separating things that are 
unlike ; for example, take objects of different 
kinds, as pens, pencils, books, alates, &c,, mix 
them all together ; call upon the children to 
place these together that are unlike, and tell 
them that this is classifying. In taking up the 
Parts of Speech, take the most important first 
and they will come in somewhat the following 
order + Noun, Verb, Adjectiye, Adverb, Pre- 
position, Pronoun, Conjunction and Interjec- 
tion. 

To teach the Noun : take various objects, ask 
for the name of each, writing the name in each 
case on the board ; then ask ‘‘ what are all the 
words 2" The pupils will answer “ they are 
names or name-words,” Ask them to give other 
name-words suggested by objects—firat in the 
room, then outside, always writing the name on 
the board. Send the pupils to their seats to se- 
ject from their lessons all the namo-words. 
Finally tell them that name-word is too long and 
the term noun, meaning the same thing, is used 
for convenience. 

After the children have become thoroughly 
familiar with the noun, thé verb may be taken 
up and presented as follows: Point to one of 
the boys in the class and put the question “‘what 
is his name," We will suppose the answer to 
be John ; write the name on the blackboard ; 
ask what class or part of speech. A noun will 
be the answer. Call John to you and ask the 
pupils what John does ; they will answer ‘John 
walks’ ; write the word walks on the board after 
the word John ; call on John to do other things 
such as speaking, bowing, laughing, asking in 
all cases what John does and writing the ana- 
wers speaks, bows, laughs, on the board, having 
the word John before each. Draw from the 
children that these words walks, speaks, bows 
laughs, tell what John does, 

Give a number of nouns, requiring the children 
to name words which can be used after them 
what they do or telling something about them, 
As a desk exercise let them supply both nouns 
and verbs. Ask them to select such words from 
their reading leason and write them on their 
slates. Finally give them the name Verb. 

To teach the adjective, present objecta such as a 
slate, and by questions bring from the children a 
statement of their qualities, writing the answers) 
such as ‘a black slate,’' a new book’ on the 
Having a number of examples on the 
board, ask in all cases to have the noun named 
first, then bring from the children the purpose 
for which the other words are placed before the 
noun, to tell what kind or sort. After giving 
them a number of nouns to which they are to 
prefix ono or more words of this now class, send 
them to tho lesson books as before, and finally 
give them thé name Adjective, 

The Adverb may be taught as follows; Calla 
boy froin tho class, causing him 'té inove slowly 
then quickly, and asle how ho walked—write the 
answers ‘ the boy walka slowly,’ ‘the boy walke 
quickly, on the blackboard, and get other exam ' 
ples. Question first on tho verb, ita class and 
menning, then draw from the —pupile that the 
words alowly and quickly are jolnéd td the verb 
to show how the action ia done. Write the 
words on the blackboard, nak the pupils to com: 
bine with them showing how the thing is done, 
| and finally give them the namo Adverd, 

To toach the Proposition hold an object, say a 
book, in various positions with respect to the 
deak.

The two parts of the 
sentences should be lengthened by qualifying 
words, not with aview to teach enlargements 
and extensions,but to make the sentences a little 
more difficult. Require the pupils to draw a 
vertical line separating the two parts. ‘The terms 
Subject and Predicate may be given when pupils 
have gained clear ideas of the two parts of the 
sentence, 

Tn the second stage in the oral course of gram- 
mar we take up sub-classification. Onur aim 
here is to show the difference between Proper 
and Common Nouns, Transitive and Intransi- 
tive, Regular and Irregular Verbs, &c. 

To shew the difference between Proper and 
Common Nouns we may proceed in this way :— 
Question the clas to bring ont a term which ap- 
plies equally to each member, not belonging 
more to one than to the other; write down the 
answer pupil on the board, Bring out that be- 
sides this namo which all haye, each has a name 
of his or her own to distinguish him or her from 
the others; write down these names on the board. 
After the words are written on the board ques- 
tion the pupils thoroughly on them, and then 
put down other examples, Require the children 
to write examples of each kind in separate col- 
umns, the words to be either selected from their 
books or written from memory, When they 
have the ides, give the terms{Proper and Com- 
mon, 

To teach ‘Transitive and Sub-transitive verbs, 
begin as before by presenting examples. Write 
them on the board something like the following : 
John walke, John runs ; and in another column, 
Tom lifts, Tom strikes, By questioning, bring 
out the idea that in the first sentences what John 
does is confined to himself, that the action does 
not pass to any object; and that in the second 
caso, What Tom does is done to something ; and 
make them supply that something themselves— 
as ‘‘'Tom lifts the book,” &c, 

In the corresponding stage in Analysis we take 
up Enlargement and Extension,—bere as clse- 
where, teaching from examples. 

To teach Enlargement—take, for example, the 
sentence, ** Boys learn their lessons.” Place it 
upon the board, and next put the questions “do 
all boys learn their lessons”? ‘is the statement 
then perfectly correct”? Bring out the idea that 
the word boys requires some modifying word. 
They will say ‘‘ good boys,” or ‘attentive boys" 
Place one of these words before the subject ; the 
pupils will thon seo that though Loys alone would 
make the subject, words may be added to it to 
modify its meaning, Take several other exam- 
ples of subjects consisting of a single word, ask- 
Jing the yupils in all cases to add the modifying

words, and finally give the term Enlargement. 

In teaching the Extension, proceed to the 
same plan asin teaching the adverb,—introduc- 
ing words which tell how the thing is done, where 
it is done, when and why. 

As an exercise give sentences with a single 
word for the subject and another for the predi- 
cate, and require the pupils to add words to each 
part. Finally apply to these words the terms 
Enlargement and Extension. 

By this time, if drills and reviews have been 
carefully attended to, the pupils should have 
very fair ideas of what is :neant by grammar, 
and in taking up a text-book will recognize the 
principles there set forth as facts, which they 
themselves haye discovered—and not as mere 
collections of words to be learned by rote. 


We must bear in mind, however, that we can- 
not teach grammar (or anything else) if we are 
not thoroughly masters of the subject ourselves, 
and we must also remember in teaching this, as 
well aa other subjects, that ‘* A ‘lesson is never 
given until it is received.”

A Boous Burren Man.—Exchanges tell 
of aman who is going through the country 
offering a preparation which it is claimed 
will turn a pint of milk into a pound of 
butter in three minutes. All that is necess- 
ary is a pound of butter, a pound or so of 
warn milk, as much of the preparation as 


* can be pnt on a cent, and the yolk 


of an egg or a little annatto for coloring 
purposes. After being agitated for a few 
minutes there is found a buttery-looking 
compound that weighs about two pounds. 

The preparation has been analyzed and 

found to be made of common salt, burnt 
alum and sulphate of sods, which, whon 
mixed with sweet milk, forms an ‘alum 
curd,” which being mixed with one pound 
of butter put into the churn makes a com- 
pound resembling butter, which is neither 
butter nor cheese, and which, when kept a 
few days, spoils.

Two Darry Maxims.—A leading American 
dairyman says there are two maxims in the 
dairying business which ought to be impressed 
upon every farmer's mind. Tho firstis ‘No 
man can, afford to keep a cow;” second, “No 
man can afford to keep a cow poor.” Toavoid 
keeping poor cows he frequently tests them 
by milking each into 9 separate pail, and 
noticing tho amount, color, solidity, and 
amountof cream to rise, time required for 
churning, amount, color, and texture of the 
butter, In this way he can determine which 
cows are most profitable to keep, To avoid 
keeping his cows poor, he gives them good 
care, cuts his grass in June, first crop, and in 
August, second crop, feeds bran the year 
round, varying from two to four quarts per 
day for each cow. He also feeds meal in 
varying quantities through most of the year. 
Until within a few years the average of batter 
sold per cow was not overtwo hundred pounds. 
From May 1, 1865, he sold an average of four 
hundred and thirteep pounds for each cow, 
besides supplying a family of three persons 
and hired help about half of the time with 
dairy produce. 

Tas Trimminc or Fruit Trexs.— 
There is much divorsity\of opinion as to the 
best time to trim fruit trees, but we regard 
tho summor as the best time, say from the 
middle of June to the last of July, The 
wounds will heal over them more rapidly 
than at any other season of the year. Pains 
should be taken to cut the limbs and sprouts 
off smoothly and not disturb the bark more 
than is necessary. A small saw will be 
found useful, and for removing limbs of any 
size much better than an axe or any sharp- 
edged instrument. It isa bad practice to 
neglect trimming fruit trees until they havo 
grown large and begin to bear. While 
small, the inside limbs should be removed 
So as to produce a spreading top which will 
admit the sun among the branches, Fruit 
will not grow in the midst of a dense shaded 
top. Such a top should bo thinned out 
whether the tree is old or young, but it is 
far better to start a tree right than attempt 
to correct the difficulty after the tree is 10 
or 15 yearsold. Fruit,like all other crops, 
will pay for careful cultivation, and a very 
necessary part of such cultivation is judic- 
ious pruning.

CYPRUS. 


The Anglo-Turkish treaty, whereby 
Cyprus, and perhaps Turkey itself, comes | 
under British protection, is one of the most 
serious and unexpected issues of the mili- 
tary and diplomatic struggles in Europe 
for the last two years. It has been full of 
surprises, but none so fraught with great 
possibilities as this appears to be. It is 
impossible to avoid drawing « comparison 
between the relationship into which Britain 
now enters with Turkey, and that which 


| was the beginning of her Indian Empire. 


Tho East India Company was at first the 
vassal of native powers, but by degrecs, 

1ore through diplomacy than by war, the 
Company came to rule India, and the 
British Government took the place of the 
East India Company. England goes to 
Cyprus as the ally of Turkey, and her de- 
fender against northern aggression. She 
cannot take such a position without having 
such control within Turkey as to enable 
her to enforce reasonably good government 
there. Tho tendency of pachas to tyrannize 
over their subjects will raiso unceasing 
security that will follow every step Englond 
takeswillgain her tho good will of the people 
and the Christian majority will soon look | 
to London rather than Constantinople as | 
their metropolis. The possession of Cy- 
pris, now “n accomplished fact, opens up 
to the imayination visions of Britsh suprem- 
acy over the wholv of tho immense Uurkish 
territory, the fuller contrel of the Medi- 
terranean, an overland route by rail to 
India, and Chistrian control of the Holy 
Land, The solid facts may possibly not 
sustain the imagination in all these flights ; 
the reputation for theatrical effects and 
daring undertakings obtained by him who 
has been for @ yereration exhibited by 
Punch in tho character ofa sleight of hand 
performer, suggest caution against being 
led astray by illusions. _ 

Cyprus is a small island snugly ecnscone- 
ed in the north-east corner of the Mediter- 
ranean, about two hundred miles north- 
east by north from Jerusalem, ‘‘as the 
crow flies,” and forty-four miles south of 
the coast of Asia Minor, Itis about one 
hundred and forty miles long, and for a 
hundred miles is about forty miles broad ; 
for the remaining distance itis some fifteen 
miles broad. Its area is 3,678 square 
miles, and its population 200,000, of whom 
two thirds are Greeks, and the rest Mos- 
lems, Armenians, Roman Catholics, Jews 
and Maronites. A range of bold and ryg- 
ged mountains, called the Olympus, runs 
almost the whole length of the island. 
Three-fifths of the island is mountainous, 
one fifth of this portion furnishing splen- 
did forests of oak and walnut, and being 
capable of yielding large supplies of sul- 
phur, pit coal, and different metals. The 
regt of the mountainous portion is adapt- 
ed for vine and olive culture and the 
growth of fruit trees, while the remaining 
two-fifths of the island is open country, 
very productive in cereals. There is only 
one river in the island, the Pediwus, al- 
though there are many monntain torrents, 
which in summer are completely dry. The 
ports are said to be choked up through ne- 
glect, but one at Famagasta is large, well

The 
farmer must learn thoroughly his farm. Ho 
must know its soil ; its needa and its adapt- 
ability, He should be eager to find ous in 
what department, or branch of farming, he 
is likely to obtain the best results. Ho is 
to study its improvement, both in increas: 
ing ita production, and in its appearance. 
A good farmer will take pride, not only in 
obtainin: the greatoat product por acre, but 
in having tho finest-looking farm in the 
neighborhood. In improving its appearance 
asa farm, he certainly will increase “its 
yield. Study tho farm. } 
Thon study thécrops.” Learn their needs, 
their best mode of cultivation, and the 
most approved imploments for theircultiva- 
tion, All these the farmer should be cager 
to know. Heshould apply to every ex-| 
perience, to experiment, and even to much- 
abused theory, not his own alone but all to 
which he has access, Because a man had 
raised certain crops all his life-time does 
not prove he knows all about them, or that 
he knows the best methods of trenting them. 
He should desire and strive for the best, 
cleanest, and most-remunorative fields and 
crops in his community, and no one should 
be able to excel him, This study makes 
more difference with the success of one and 
the failure of another,than any difference in 
soil or opportunity. A successful farmer 
must study his stock. Sometimes I think a 
farmer can be betterjudged by his stock, 
than in any other way. A good farmer 
seldom has poor’stock, and, pretty gener- 
ally, a poor farmer seldom owns gocd stock. 
The offect that a man’s animals have upon 
him cannot be over-estimated. A thrifty 
farmer will not only have good cattle, but 
he will study to know them, their tempera- 
ment, their habits, their needed care, and 
income. He will learn the safest and sur- 
est way of obtaining that income from 
them, and in satisfying their wants he will 
take new interest and pride in them be- 
cause of their greatful and improved con- 
dition, as amatterof safety and economy, 
He should study his stock to. 1 know a 
farmer of thirty years’ experience who, 
raising a very fine heifer from which he ex- 
pected something better than usual,the lost 
her after first calf because he did not know, 
as he said, ‘cows’ bags ever got lumpy, 
and I didn’t know that any thing was the 
matter until too late, and didn’t know what 
to do anyhow.” 


Nor should farm machinery be slighted 
or neglected. Tho farmer should not only 
know how to handle his plow, but he 
should learn the principles involved in its 
construction. He should comprehend too 
tho superiority of one implement over an- 
other. It will not do to trust to salosmen 
or their glib tongues, or yet to rely entire- 
ly on the experience of other, for what one 
will handle intelligently, and successfully, 
will prove a failure in the unthinking | 
hands of another, In the Franco-Prussian 
war it was admitted that the chief super- 
iority of the Prussians was in their more 
intelligent use of the weapons in their 
hands. Yet both armies were equipped 
with like implements, 


Nor must farm economy be overlooked. 
Hore is a vast field for diligent study and 
ingenuity too. ‘‘To know just where a 
dollar may be saved and where invested to 
roduce its proper income, is study indeed. 
Tho fact is that many farmers instead of | 
learning this, chooses to hoard what few 
dollars they may grasp instead of adding 
them to their capital to increase their re- 
venuo, This works badly on the farm, for 
narrow-minded and greedy parsimony 15 
sure tofollow. And all the comfort and 
enjoyment thats farmer’s life should possess 
is crushed out by the great weight of nig- 
gardliness. To save afow dollars on the 
preparation for s crop, or in its cultivation 
and fertilizing, is not always true economy, 
Often the fowextra dollars thus spent render 
the whole crop profitable. Tho whole 
question of thus spending here and with- 
holding there is of vital importance to tho 
farmor and should receive his beat thought 
and care. Is it not clear a farmer should 
be y student!—Mr. Oakey, Rural New- 
orker

The Very Rev. Achilles Daunt, Dean of 
Cork, died on the 17th at St. Ann's, Blar- 
ney, at the early age of forty-five years: 
The deceased was ordained in 1855, was 
appointed to the benelice of St. Matthias, 
Dublin, in 1867 ; he was subsequentlr 
made Canon of St. Patrick's, and in 1875 
was appointed Dean of Cork, Ho had been 
in delicate health for the past twelve 
months, and had only returned from the 
south of England in April, somewhat im- 
proved. He preached at the cathedral on 
the occasion of the late Bishop of Cork’s 
funeral, and accompanied the remains to 
Dublin. The shock ofthe Bishop's death, 
and the excitement afterwards, brought 
about a return of his old malady in an ag- 
gravated form, heart disease, and conges- 
tion of one of the lungs supervened, and 
he§passed away without pain. 

The Irish Sunday-closing Bill has been 
printed in the form in which it emerged 
from committee. Its preamble declares 
that it would be for the public benefit to 
extend the existing prohibition to the 
whole of Sunday, and it therefore seeks to 
enact that in Ireland no intoxicating liqwor 
#rall be sold on Sunday, except in Dublin, 
Cork, Limerick, Waterford and Belfast, in 
which towns public houses may be «opened 
from twoo’clock inthe afterfioon to seven 
in the evening. These are important ex- 
ceptions, it will be admitted, and will tend 
to encourage the rustics living near the 
large towns named to visit them on Siinday) 
afternoons.” The bill does not curtail the 
sale of liquor to lodgers, or in packet boats, 
at Canteons, at railway stations on arrival 
or departure of trains, or to bona-fide. tra- 
vellers. Should the bill pass, it will come 
into operation on October 1, and terminate 
at the close of 1882, unless Parliament 
should renew it. 


A deputation, consisting of several mem- 
bers of a committee. formed» in»sDablinstor 
further the extension of the yolunteer sys- 
tem in Ireland, waited on Friday in London 
on the Right Hon. Mr. Lowther, Chief 
Seeretary for Ireland, and presented him 
with a memorial signed by 700 of the citi- 
zens of Dublin and vicinity, including the 
Duke of Leinster and other peers, praying 
the Government to) extend the volunteer 
system to this country, ‘which was,” it 
added, ‘‘ the desire of every Irishman, with- 
out distinction of creed or political opin- 
ion.” MrLowther, in replying, said there 
could be no doubt that there was not a bet- 
ter soldier under the sun than an Irishman. 
He did not for a moment question the léy- 
alty of the military forces raised in Ireland, 
and he would heartily wish to see the vol- 
unteor system extended to Ireland, were it 
not for special circumstances which ho felt 
Jaure the deputation would appreciate, 
Lookin, to the unfortunate religious divi- 
sions which existed in society in Lreland, 
it was impossible to dony that considerable 
danger would arise if this movement were 
to be generally carried out.

1 dropped into rhurch for a few moments 
to listen to the funeral disvourse of a color- 
ed preacher. He was telling the story of 
the five foolish virgins. ‘Now, iny breth- 
ron,” said hein tones one would think 
would wake the dead, “a 1 brudder 
lyin’ yere wa'nt nu foolish virgin, He had 
his oil all ready, and good oil too. He ain't 
a cryin out for oil bout dis time. Yer see, 
dem foolish virgins, dey went to sleep, and 
when they woke up, dar war de lamps, de 
wick war dar; dey had matches all ready, 
ebberyting was complety, but they didn't 
hab no oil. Dar war a heap trouble den, I 
tell you. Dey just went cryin’ and screm- 
ing—(how the preacher screamed !) for oi] 
It warn’t no use, do. I spec like Richard 
dey cried out, **My kingdom for a horse,” 
no in dis yer caze it warn't no horse, only 
a drop of oil, just nuff to make a flicker. 
Dis good brudder's lamp war runnin ober; 
he wara wise virgin.” And the congrega- 
tion swayed and moaned and cried aloud. 
1 followed this funeral procession to the 
grave under the pines, the music of which 
is so like that of our Newport beach— and 
stood the only white person among them, 
and watched them lower tho coffin into its 
resting place. This they did with the rope 
rein, which they unhitched from the horse 
in the waggon which served as a’ hearse. 
Never shall I forget that sceno—all those 
black faces turred to tho setting sun, tho 
weird music of their funcral chant, the 
moans and atrange cries of the whole assem- 
bly as the red clay was thrown in upon the 
colored “hrudder” whose lamp burned 
poy ‘Don't yer cry no mo’; but 
sing ‘Home eweet bome’ (a negro hymn 
as sweotly as do departed is singin’ it wi 
de angels dis minnit.” AndI came away, 
the music of their hymn growing fainter 
and fainter as I came up through tho rose 
acented town, till they were far behind me, 
but I shall never ceaso to hear that song.

Increasing Demana for Canadian 
Products in Great Britain. 


Canadinn products are fast gaining favor 
in tho English markets, where they are 
now regularly quoted and aa a rule meet 


ported articles. On June 29th at Liverpool 
cargos of Canadian white wheat brought 
9s 10d, red spring, 94; and red winter, 9a 
8d, or néarly as high « price as was obtain- 
ed for California white, On the same date 
a cargo of Canada oats brought 2s 6d per 
bushel when oats were rearly unsaleable. 
A fow days before Canada white wheat sold 
in Liverpool at 108; red spring at 95 4d 
and red winter at 10s, or at the same price 
as was obtained forsimilar descriptions from 
Chili, Bombay and California, and only 1d 
to 3d under the California, On the first of 
July, at Mark Lane, London, Canadian 
peas were in greater request than any other 
kind, At Leeds en July 1st Canadian 
cattle were sold for 11s 4d por stone, whilst 
native cattle sold at lls and best Danish 
cattle at 94 to 10s per stone. On the next 
day at York, a large batch of Canadian 
heeves were quickly sold and realized from 
95 6d to 10s per stone, whilst English stock 
only fetched 83 61 to 103 and met with slow 
sale. These cattle were all sold on their 
merits as Canadian stock and at agtime 
when the arrivals of our cattle in England 
were the heaviest. Recent shipments of 
sheep and hogs f this port have like- 
wise tuken top prices in the Londonjland

Death of a Gallant Officer. 


One of the most remarkable officers of the 

British army died on the 26th ult., at| 
| Woolwich, Major-Goneral William McBean, 
V. C., late colonel of the 93rd Hi :hlanders, 
in which regiment he enlisted in 1835 as a 
drommer boy. When the regiment left 
Quebec in 1848 he was & company sergeant. 
| August 10,1854, whilo serving in the Crimea 
under Sir Colin Campbell, color-sergeant 
| McBean became ensign, and December 8th | 
| lieutenant, besides obtaining the Crimean 
medal and clasp, the Madjidie ond the 
| Turkish medal. Hewent through the Indian 
campaign wich distinction, getting his 
captaincy April 16, 1858, with the Victoria 
Crosa, for ‘‘distinguished personal bravery 
in killing eleven of the enemy with his own 
hand in the main breach of the Regum | 
| Bagh, at Lucknow, March 11, 1858.” Be- | 
sides aiding in the relief of Lucknow he 
was at Cawnpore, Saraight, Kaleo Muddio, 
| Allegunye, Bareilly, Pusgaon, Russelpore, | 
| and Mithowlie, earning the Indian medal 
| with two clasps, as well asthe V. C. After 
| thishe became brevet-major, August10,1860 | 
brevet lieutenant colonel, July 14, 1871; 
major, June 8,1872 ; and hentenant-colone 
October 29, 1873, thus realizing the amb: 
tion of his life time —to command the regi- 
mont of which le bad been the lumblest 
drummer boy. In every rank he proved 
his efficiency, and he{was idolized by the 
regiment in which he passed forty-three 
yoars of hif life.

They do not act in 
unison, While one laughs and plays, tho | 
other sleeps orcriesfrom hunger, Sometimes 
thoy both sleep togethor, and when they 
both aro awake they have the greatest de- 
siro to play with each other's hands. Tho 
features are very regular, ond the face of 
each child is very pretty for a baby only 7 
months old, The limbs are as large as those 
of an ordinary child. Where the two bodies 
grow into ono, the bulk is not increased, 
but gradually decreases into the usual sise. 
They were exhibited fo a number of plhiysi- 
cians on Saturday, who pronounced the pair 
to be one of tho atest froaks of nature 
they had everseen. Thoy thought the two 
bodiea were merged into one most natural- 
ly. and believed the children would live to 
the average age. The children have been 
named Rose and Marie. 

The parents are Sinn and Anne Drouin, 
who were born in Marseilles, France.

Insanity. 


It seems to be a fact that mental disorders 
are rapidly on the increase both in this coun- 
try and abroad. The reports of leading asy- 
lums make this inference inevitable. ‘Tho in- 
crease is not merely absolate,but also in ratio. 

ngland and Wales show one insane to every 
373 of the population. The State of Massa- 
chusetts reports one to every 373, New York 
one to 587, Illinois one to 766,and Towa ono to 
1101, While it has been held that solitary 
life predisposed people to mental unsound- 
ness, it seems on the other hand that density 
of population, beyond a certain limit, pro- 
duces similiar results, though by different 
processes. Increase of population brings 
with it over-crowding, and offects the sani- 
tary arrangement of large towns to the hurt 
of those who reside in them. Among the 
causes that produce insanity, brain work has 
received too inuch prominence, in the popular 
belief. Those engagod in manual labor seem 
quite as much dispoaed to unsettlement of 
reason as those who use their heads, While 
over-study in youth and excessive mental 
labor in after life have some intlaence on the 
causation of insanity, vicious habits and 
animal pleasure have considerably more. A 
man’s brains will stand a great deal of normal 
exercise, but are very susceptible to the act- 
tion of artiticial stimuli.—Boston Pust, 


Keepiag Meat in Hot Weather. 


Great is the conyenience of u good re- 
frigerator, writes a c wrrespondent. But 
many of us, who live in the country, have 
to get along without such a convenience, 
Farmers’ families, who often depend upon 
the butchers’ meat-cart for supplies of frosh 
meat, are annoyed by the bother and tho 
waste that comes of getting more mutton 
on hand than they can conveniently use 
up before it gets tainted. ‘The most foolish 
waste is to cat more of it than you need, 
with the idea of ‘‘saving it ;” the doctor's 
bill that may result from over-loading the 
digestive organs is not so good a show of 
economy, as the frosh eggs you might coax 
from the hens by feeding them any excess 
of meat. Tho meat should first be wiped 
clean and dry. Some sprinkle it well in 
all parts with salt. Others use black pep- | 
per plentifully (washing and wiping it well 
before using it to remove the pepper or 
salt), and then hang itin the coolest place 
possiblo—some in the well, others in the 
cellar. Perhaps the best precaution is to 
wrap it in adry cloth, and cover it with 
charcoal-dust. Some say that wood ashes 
will answer about as well as charcoal, but I 
only know tho virtue of charcoal by expori- 
on Thave found that charcoal will ever 
remove a slight degree of taint. J am told 
that mutton is improved ad well as preserv- 


cloth wet with vinegar, and laying it on 
the bottom ofadry cellar. All kinds of 
meat, including tish and fowl, may bo-pre- 
served in brino for a long or shorter time,

| “Anglo-Turkish Convention. 
FULL TEXT OF THE DOCUMENT. 


The following is the correspondence com- 
municated to Parliament, July 9th, giving 
the terms of a Convention between Great 
| Britain and ‘Durkey comoluded on June 4, 
1875, and setting forth im the following de- 
spatch by Lord Salisbury somo of the reasons 
for such a Convention : 
| No. 1. 
| “The Marquis of Salisbury to Mr. Layard. 

‘‘Foreion Orrick, May 30, 1878. 
‘Str, —Tho progrees of the confidential ne- 
gotiations which have for some time past 
eon in progress between Ho piles jov- 
ernment and the Government of Ru: 
it probable that those articles of the Treaty of 
San Stefano which concern European Turkey 
will be sufficiently modified to bring them 
into harmony with the interests of the other 
European Powors, and of England in particu- 
lar. 

“There is, however, no such prospect with 
| respect to that portion of the treaty which 
concerns Turkey in Asia. It is sufficiently 
manifest that, in respect to Batoum and the 
fortresses north of the Araxes, the Govern- 
ment of Russia is not pre to recede 
from the stipulations towhie the Porte has 
| been led by the events of the war to consent. 
Her Majosty’s Government have consequently 
been forced to consider the effect which these 
agreements, if they are neither annulled nor 
counteracted, will have upon the future of the 
Asiatic provinces of the Ottoman Empire and 
upon the interests of England, which are 
closely affected by the condition of these pro- 
vinces, 

‘It is impossible that Her Majesty's Gov- 
ernment can look upon these changes with in- 
difference. Asiatic Turkey contains popula- 
tions of many different races and croeds, pos- 
sessing no capacity for self-government and 
no aspirations for independence, but owing to 
their tranquility and whatever prospect of 
political being they possess entirely ‘to the 
rnle of the Sultan. But the government of 
the Ottoman dynasty is that of an ancient 
but still alien conqueror, resting more upon 
actual power than upon the sympathies of 
common nationality. The defcat which the 
‘Turkish arms has sustained and the known 
embarrassments of the Government will pro- 
duce a general belief in its decadence an: 
expectation of speedy political change, which 
in the East are more dangerous than actual 
discontent to the stability of a government. 
If the population of Syria, Asia Minor and 
Mesopotamia seo that the Porte has no guar- 
antee for its continued existence but its own 
strength, they will, after the evidence which 
recent events have furnished of the frailty of 
that reliance, begin to calculate upon the 
speedy fall of the Ottoman domination and to 
turn their eyes toward its successor, 


‘* Even if it be certain that Batoum ani 
Ardahan and Kars will not become the base 
from which emiasaries of intrigue wlll issue 
forth, te be in due time followed by invading 
armies, the mere retention of them by Russia 
will exercise a powerful influence in’ dirinte- 
grating the Asiatic dominions of the Porte. 
Aaa monument of feeble defence on the one 
side and suc: ful aggression on the other, 
they will be regarded by the Asiatic popula- 
tion as foreboding tho course of, politieal his: 
tory in the ioimidiata future, and will stimu- 
late, by the combined action of hope and fear, 
devotion to the Power which is in the ascend- 
ant, and desertion of the Power which is 
thought to be falling into decay. 

“It is impossible for Her Majesty's Gov- 
erninent to accept, without making an effort 
to avert it, the effect which such a state of 
feeling would produce upon regions whose 
political condition deeply concerns the Orien- 
tal interests of Great Britain, They do not 
propose to attempt the accomplishment of this 
object by taking militery meaaures for the 
purpose of replacing the conquered districts 
in the possession of the Porte, Such an un- 
dertaking would be arduous and costly, and 
would involve great calamities, and it would 
not be effective forthe object which Her Maj- 
esty’s Government have in view, unless sub- 


ing, if given fully and unreservedly, will pre- 
vent the occurrence of the contingency which 
would bring it into operation, and will, at the 
eame time, give to the population of the Asi- 
atic Provinces the requisite confidence that 
Turkish rule in Asia is not destined toa spec- 
dy fall. 
‘‘ There are, however,two conditions which 
it would be necessary for the Porte to sub- 
scribe before England could give such assur- 
ance. 
** Her Majesty's Government. intimated to 
the Porte on tho occasion of the Conference at 
Constantinople, that they were not prepared 
to sanction misgovernment and oppression, 
and it will be requsite before they can enter 
into any agreement for the defence of the 
Asiatic territories of the Porte in certain event- 
ualities, that they should be formally assured 
of the intention of the Porte to introduce the 
necessary reforms into the government of the 
Christian and other subjects of the Porte in 
these regions, It is not desirable to roquiro 
more than an engagement in general terms, for 
the specitic measures to be taken could only 
be defined after a more careful inquiry and 
deliberation than could be secured at the pre- 
sont juncture. 
‘Tt is not impossible that a careful sclec- 
tion and a faithful support of the individual 
officers to whom power is to be intruated in 
these counties would be a more’ important 
element in the improvement of thy condition 
of the people than even legislative changos ; 
| but the assurance required to give Evgland 
4 right to insist on satisfactory arrangements 
for these purposes will be an indispensable 
part of any agreoment to which Her Majesty's 
Government could consent, It will further 
be n: wary, in order to establish Her Majes- 
ty's Government efficiently to exeoute the en- 
| gagementa now proposed, that they should 
| occupy a position near the coast ‘of Asis 
Minor and Syria, The proximity of British 
| officers, and, if necessary, British troops, will 
be the sourity that all the objects of 
| this agreement shall be attained. Tho island 
| of Cyprus appears to them to be in all respects 
| the most availablo for thie object, Her 
Majosty's Government do not wish to ask tho 
Sultan to alionate territory from his sovor- 
ciguty, or to diminish the receipts which now 
pass into his treasury. They will, therofore, 
| propose that, while the ‘adminigtration and 
| occupation of tho island shall be aksigned to 
Her Majesty, the territory shal] continug to 
be part of tho Ottoman Empire, aid that the 
excess of tho o dver the expenditure, 
whatever it at prosent may be, shall bo paid 
| over annually by tho British Government: to 
| the Treasury of the Sultan, 
** Inasmuch as tho whole of this proposal is 


due to tho annexation which Russia has made 
in Asiatic Turkey and the conse ujucnces which 
it is appre ended will flow therefrom, it must 
| be fully understood that if the cause of the 

danger should cease, the precautionary agree- 
| ment will conse at tho samo time, If’ the 
Government of Russia should at any time sur- 
render to the Porte tho territory it has ac- 
quired in Asia by tho recent war, tho stipu- 
lations in tho proposed agreomonta will cease 
to operate and the island will bo immediately 
evacuated. 

‘I request, thorefore, your Excellency to 
| Propose to the Porte to agree toa convéntion 
| to the tollowing effect, and I have to convey 
| to you full aithority to conclude the same on 
| behalf of the Queen and of Her Majesty's 

Government ;— 
“Tt Batoum, Ardahan, Kars, or any of 
| them, shall bo retained by Russia, and if any 
attempt shall be made at any future timo by 
Russia, to take possession of any further por: 
tion of the Asiatic territories of the Sultan, 
| aa fixed by the definitive Treaty of Peace, 
England engages to join the Sultan in defend: 
ing thom by force of arma, In return the 
| Sultan promises to England to introduce cer: 
tain refi (to be agreed ‘upon later by the 
two Powers) in'the government of the Uhrist+ 
ian and othor subjects of the Porte-in these 
territories, and in order to enable England to 
make necessary provision for executing her 
engagement, the Sultan farther consents to 
assign the island of Cyprus to be occupied and 
administered by England.

progressive erection of cotton mills in the 
immediate neighborhood of the cotton 
fields of the South, And, 

18. By finally transferring the cultivation 
of the soil from an ignorant waste of the 
fertilizing elements into a scientific agri- 
culture,whereupon it enters upon a bound- 
less and permanent career of prosperity. 
The more frequently that tariff{protection 
is weakened, the oftenor will these effects 
be interrupted ; the more completely that 
tariff protection is withdrawn, the moro 
widely will these effects be arrested,turned 
back, and destroyed ; the more thoroughly 
and steadily that tariff protection is bo- 
stowed, the more actively and fruitfully 
will these effects come into existence, and 
the more permanent will they be.

MODERN JAPAN. 
AY DAVID WEDDERBURN. ; 


The political and social revolution which 
created modern Japan, has been as sudden 
and complete as a theatrical transformation 
scene. A country sealed from timedim- 
memorial against all outsiders is suddenly 
| thrown open, and foreign ideas,inventions, 

and fashions are welcomed and adopted by 
government and people, A masterious|dig« 
nitary, supposed to resemble in. his. spiri- 
tual attributes the Dalai Lama of Thibet,is 
drawn forth from invisible seclusion, is ar+ 
rayed in European uniform, and sppears 
bofore the astonished world as ruling om- 


the representative of military domination, 
| retires unto peaceful obsourity,his title and 
hia office being suddenly extinguished af- 
ter a duration of seven centuries. A great 
territorial aristocracy, owning impregnable 
fortresses, princely revenues, and the al- 
legiances of devoted military retainers, de- 
crees its own overthrow,and subsides with- 
out a strugglo, almost with a murmur, into 
the position of private citizens pensioned 
by the State. 
enjoying & monopoly of arms, of scholar- 
| phip and bf social privileges, “jealous in 


honor, sudden and quick in quarrel,” two- 
aworded Tybalts and Morcutios of the 
nineteenth century,lay down their chorish- 
ed blades, abandon their distinctive 
dress, mingle with the common herd, and 
peacefully accopt their reduction to equal- 
ity with merchants and mechanics, Such 
changes seem too vast and too rapid to be 
permanent, and a certain amount of reac- 
tion may be fairly anticipated ; but what- 
ever the future may have in store for 
Japan, it is clear that the duarchy of mik- 
ado and shogun,the feudal sway of daimios, 
and the privilege of samurais, are all as 
compiagls things of the past as the corres- 
ponding institutions of medieval Europe, 
and that none of them can be re-establish- 
ed any more than the national isolation, 
which alone rendered possible their exist- 
ence at this period of human history, 


Scattered’ throughout the length and 
breadth of Japanare mighty fortifications, 
with broad, deep moats, and earthworks 
faced with huge granite blocks, rivaling in 
extent and in artifical strongth the elaborate 
constructions of Vaubau. Six years ago 
these were the strongholds of great chiefs, 
by whom, or in whose name, wealthy pro- 
vinces were ruled like independent princi- 
palities, and at whose word thousands. of 
clansmen were prepared literally to sacrifice 
their lives. Now these fortresses are ruin- 
ed and deserted as completely as the robber 
castles of the Rhine,the wooden towers and 
Peres which adorned their interiors, 
aving in some cases entirely disappeared, 
while in otbers they are rapidly falling into 
decay, Tho original number of great dai- 
mios is said to have been sixty-six, hut the 
official list of 1862 gave the number at two 
hundred and sixty-six, with incomes vary- 
ing from nearly a million sterling down to 
£15.000. To subdue by force such an array 
of chiefs, many of whom merely recognized 
the supremacy of the mikado very much as 
did an Earl Douglas or Lord of the Isles 
that of the Stuart kings of Scotland, was a 
task far beyoud the strength of the central 
government. The spirit of the age scoms 
to have wrought a miracle and before its 
breath feudalism, ‘‘unamote by the sword, 
has melted like anow.” With a calmness 
which would have been pusillanimous had 
it not been patriotic, the haughty chiefs laid 
down their power, and left their ancestral 
homes forever, exchanging insome cases a 
principality for the directorship of a joint- 
stock company in Tokio. Upon their im- 
mediate retainers the blow descended with 
terrible severity; by the stroke of apen they 
were all at once converted into ronins, 
masterless men, samurais. without occupa- 
tion or residence. Mr. Green, speaking of 
the West Saxons, one thousand years ago, 
tells us that ‘‘the ‘lordless man’ became 
a sort of outlaw in the realm,” and his 
words are applicable to the modern Japan- 
ese. It is true that small pensions are paid 
by the State to the ‘ disestablished” sam- 
urais, but these are at the best mere pit- 
tances, and have been, in many instances, 
commuted for the payment of a round sum 
with a view to business speculations. The 
result too often has been that these persons, 
utterly devoid of all business experience, 
have lost’or consumed their capital in the 
yain attempt to increase it, Many of the 
shizoku, or ancient gentry of the land, are 
now in abject poverty, and are compelled, 
thoy and their families, to earn a livelihood 
in menial and even degrading occupations. 
Discussing this subject with an American 
gentleman who had been brought up in 
Japan, [ asked, “* Are the shizoku discon- 
tented!" His reply was, “ Discontent- 
mént is a state of mind scarcely compatible 
with the Japanese temperament ; I should 
rather say that they feel thoroughly hum- 
bled and ashamed of their position, Cer- 
tainly they have abandoned their peculiar 
costume and keep as much as possible out 
of sight, being now as careful to conceal 
| their humiliation as they ouce were to as- 
| cert their dignity. They were accustomed 
| to be treated with deference by all, and to 
carry everything before then; now their 
swords have been taken from them, and 
| they are regarded as stingless drones, and 
are despised by those who used to fear 
them.” A trying position, beyond ques- 
tion, but one which time will remedy, 
The Japaneso diffor from the neighboring 
continentals, not in mere insular peculiari- 
ties of dress and manner, but in essential 
| details of charactor and customs, so that 
tho traveller passing from China to Japan 
fools at once that he is among a totally. dis- 
tinct people from those whom he has quit- 
ted. Tho Japanese received the Buddiat 
religion through China) from India, they 
make use of the Chinese written character, 
and thoy study the Chinese classics. They 
have really far loss in common with the 
Chinese -than modern England has with 
imperial Rome, Thoir religion and litora- 
| ture, their arts and laws, haye felt the in- 
fluence of the great neighboring empire ; 
but the natoral gonius of the Japanéso poo- 
ple, thoir language, features, and habits, 
all aro perfectly distinct from thoue of the 
Middle Kingdom, and seem to indicato 
| Marlay or Polytiesian rather than McHeos 
lian affinitios, "The frank and friendly 
manners of the Japanonse, #0 difforent from 
| thoue of Continental Asia, have thoir exact 
| conntorpart in Hawaii, and it is easy to an:

China- 
man |” It is clear from all the facta before 
us that a blood relationship mint oxist be- 
tween the races inhabiting the shoroa wash- 
ed by the vast circuit of tho ocean current, 
beat known as the Black Stroam of Japan, 

Among the many points of difference 
which separate the Chinese and Japaneso, 
ono of the most striking is that the former 
(alone, I beliove, among Asiatic races) 
make use of chairs, which aro conspicuous 
articles of furniture in every respectable 
| Chinese house, but were unknown in Japan 
until within tho last fow years. However 
fara Ohinaman may go im modifying his 
habits conformably with foreign fashions, 
he will always cling to his pigtail, and ex- 
cept among prisoners I haye nvver seen a 
Chinainan of any class minus that orna- 
mental appendage. A Japanese on the 
other hand indicates his. political proclivi- 
ties by the mode in which he wears his hair 
and may be recognized asan Imperialist, 
a feudalist, or a radical, by his topknot, 
his shaven temples, or his close cropped 
head. The orthodox samuri fashion, is 
still in high favor, with the front part of 
the head shaved, a small short cuo worn as 
4 sort of crest, and all traces of a beard 
carefully removed. A native gentleman 
who had adopted tho coiffure of Young 
Japan, assured mo that the growth of his 


| moustache, small a8 it was, had greatly in- 


creased his travelling exponses: “They 
treat mo now as if I were a foreigner.” 

Feminine dress and fashions in Japan 
are quite distinct from those of China; the 
barbarous custom of crushing the foot is 
unknown (as also aro high-heeled boots), 
tind small, well-shaped hands and ieet aro 
characteristic of Japanese women, They 
continue, however, to blacken their tecth 
and shave their eyebrows when they marry, 


| although the present empress has set her 
| face against these time honored observance. 


The Japanese in general affect a simple 
style of dross, without gaudy colors or 
ostentatious ornaments); except for fasten- 
ing up their hair, even women wear no 
jewellery, and do not, like their Aryan 
sisters, pierce the cartilage of nose or oars 
in order to insert matallic rings. Japan 
seoms to bea ccuntry where men never 
lose their temper, where women and child- 
ren are always treated with gentleness, 
where common laborers bow and beg. par- 
don of each other if they happen to jostle 
accidentally, where popular sports do not 
inflict sufferings upon the lower animals, 
where o Paper, screen is sufticient protect- 
ion against all intrusion, even that of burg- 
Jars, and where cleanliuess takes such 
a high rank among social virtues as to be 
carried almost to a ludicrous excess. 


Japanese manners are certainly very dif- 


ferent from onr own; but even according 
to such a standard as is generally Real 
in Europe, the Japanese are a thoroughly 
well-bred people, Foreigners, after living 
in the interior of Japan for a considerable 
time, on returning into ‘‘civilized society” 
have even stated that the manners of their 
own countrymen appear to them vulgar 
and almost brutal, accustomed as they have 
become toa courtesy singularly free from 
servile or mercenary considerations. The 
readiness of the Japanesé to adopt what 
scoms to them worthy of imitation in fo- 
reignors is regarded by some as indicating 
a lack of originality andindependonce, But 
if they imitate, it is not without discrimi- 
nation, and their willingness to accept what 
.is new and strange, when convinced of its 
merits, seems rather to indicate acute in- 
telligence with remarkable freedom from 
prejudice. The Chinese haye just suc- 
cdeded in getting possession of the only 
railroad in China, and haye at once pro- 
ceeded to destroy the obnoxious innovation, 
The Japanese railways are being steadily 
improved and extended, so as to compare 
creditably, under native management, with 
any railways in the world.—Condensed from 
Fortnightly Review. 


Family Matters. 


Strate Breap Mave New,—Soak a stale 
loaf of bread or somo rolls in cold water for 
a moment or two, and then rebake for more 
than half an hour, and they will bein every 
respect equal to newly-made bread. 

Docnesses.—Take half a dozen potatoes 
boil them, pass them through a sieve and 
work into thom in ‘a bowl one gill of cream 
and yolk of three eggs; add pepper, salt, 
and nutmeg to taste, and some parsley 
chopped fine, When they are well mixed 
and snjooth, take them up by tablespoonfuls, 
roll each in a ball, flatten it, and flour it 
slightly, Lay them all in a sauce-pan with 
plenty of butter melted, and cook them 
slowly. Turn them over when one side is 
dong, and serve hot as soon as both sides 
are colored. . 

Corracr Puppinc.—Tablespoonful of 
butter; cup of sugar; cup of milk ; two 
eggs ; pint of sifted flour ; teaspoonful of 
saleratus ; two teaspoonfuls of cream of 
tartar. Mix the sugar and butter together 
and then add the milk and eggs, kneeding 
the mass with the back of the apcon. Al- 
Ways use twice as much cream of tartar as 
saleratus. Bake quickly in shallow tin 
pans, instead of deep dishes. Dredgo the 
top with powdered sugar, for it gives an 
excellent crust to all cakes. 

Enouisn Breav Ann “Burren Poppr 
One loaf of baker’s bread, cut in thin slices 
and buttered ; butter the dish well; put a 
layer of broad and of raisins, a little cinnamon, 
nutmeg, and sugar ; then a layer of buttered 
bread, and continue nvtil the dish is full ; 
mako a custard with a quart of rich milk, 
and five eggs, leaving out four whites. Flavor 
-with lomon, pourit over the bread and butter, 
and other ingredients, cover tho dish down 
and sot in a cool place, After it is well 
soaked, it should bake for about half or throo- 
quarters of an hour. Meanwhile beat the 
whites with powdered sugar to a froth, pile 
it upon tho pudding, when cooked, retura it 
to the ovon till it assumes a light brown, then 
take it out, sprinkle it with Jumps of rod 
currant jelly, and itis ready for tho table, 
No sauce needed.

THE ROCKFORD TRAGEDY. 


Evidence in the Smith Murder 
Case, 


VERDICTS OF THE JURY. 


Sratcor, July 25. 

The following isa portion of the evidence 
taken on the murder of George Smith yester- 
day. 

Jessio Ann Smith, sworn—Am second 
daughter of deceased ; was awakened about 
two o'clock by father and James quarrelling ; 
heard something about *‘ money” and “‘ ex- 
cursion” ; did not get up, but my sister did ; 
she lit the lamp, and father got up; the 
money was in the bureau drawer ; father and 
James went out and stayed ten minutes, then 
returned, still quarrelling ; in half an hour 
father went out and got some kindling, built 
a fire, and shortly atter both went out ; in 
half an hour brother returned, came up to our 
room, and asked if we were asleep ; he struck 
my sister on the head twice ; she ran down 
stairs ; he struck mo several times ; I got 
under the bed ; at daylight Mr. Humphrey 
came from Mr. Culver’a ; we went out to the 
barn and found the body near a straw stack ; 
father and James had eas poaerenoe fora 
week about monoy ; I saw James cutting}a 
piece off the pump handle last night. . 

John G, Culver, aworn—Live next door to 
deceased ; about 4 a.m. John Waters came 
for me to come to Smith's, as James was rais- 
ing the deave; I came down and asked where 
Smith was ; they said they did not know ; 
Miss Humphrey and Jessie Smith went be- 
fore me into the yard ; I went towards the 
barn, and found the deceased lying on his 
back ; there were marks on the ground as if 
he had been dragged along ; some time after 
my wife said some one was in the barn ; I 
came out jn front of the barnand found 
James, as I thought, kneeling on a load of 
grain; Mr. Lovelace opened the door, and 
there we saw James’ body suspended by a 
rope ; he was dead; Mr, Lovelace said he had 
no pulse, but his hands were still warm ; Mr.

Capturing Cafire Women,

missariat Corps,” visiting the towns and 
camps, and surreptitiously carrying off and 
supplying both food and ammunition, en- 
abling them by these supplies to prolong 
the war indelinitely. It was therefore 
deemed necessary by the Government to 
remove them. They are comfortably pro- 
vided for in large stone buildings and sup- 
| plied with food. Some of them aro mate 
to accept and enter service, and are b 

by town and country residents, 
It has been officially notified to the Caffres 
that when order is restored, men wishing 
to obtain possession of such members of 
| their families as havo been removed will 
| be furnished with a pass: 
to, Cape Town, whore they will be assiste 
in tinding those they aro in search of. 
| With a view to this, a complete registry 
has been made, describing the names of 
women and children, their place of ro 
dence, and name’ of father, husband, or 
other family connection, which will facili- 
tate the recovery of anyone sought for.— 
Times’ Correspondent.

How Diamonds were Found in 
South Africa, 


The modern discoyery of diamonds came 
about ia this wise, In 1867 a certain John 
O'Reilly, trader and hunter, on his way 
from the interior, reached the junction of 
the rivers and stupped for the might at the 
farm of a Dutch farmer named Van Nie- 
kerk. The children were playing on tae 
earth floor with some pretty pebbles they 
had found long before in the river. One 
of these pebbles attracted O'Leilly’s atten- 
tion. He said, picking it up, ‘“fhat might 
be a diamond.” Niekerk laughed and said 
he could have it ; it was no diamond ; if it 
was,there were plenty around there. How- 
ever, O'Reilly was not to be laughed out of 
his idea, and said that if Niekerk didn’t 
object he would take it down with him to 


proved to be of value he would givo him 
half the proceeds, On the way down, a 
long jonrney, he stopped Colesburg, at the 
hotel, and showed the pebble, scratching 
with it a pane of glass. His friends laugh- 
ingly scratched glass with a gun-flint and 
threw the pebble out of the window, telling 
U)Reilly not to make a fool of himself. 
However O'Reilly persevered, got it to 
Dr. Atherstone, near the coast, who an- 
nounced that it was in truth a’diamond of 
22h carrats. 1t was sold for $3,000. Iam 
glad to say that O'Reilly divided fairly 
with Niekerk. - The latter remembered 
that he had seen an immense stone 
in the hands of a Kaffir witch-doctor 
who used itin his incantations, He found 
the fetish-man, gave him 500 sheep, horses, 
and nearly all he possessed, and sold it the 
same day to an experienced diamond-buyer 
for $56,000. ‘lhis was the famous * Star 
of South Africa.” It weighed 834 carats 
in the rough and was found to be a gem 
quite the rival of any Indian stone in purity 
and brilliance, After it had been cut it 
was bought by the Earl of Dudley and it 
is now known as the ‘‘ Dudley ” diamond. 
The natives crawled over the ground and 
found many more, and the excitement 
grew and became intense. By 1869 parties 
ggons had worked their way over 
the weary plains to the Vaal River. From 
all parts of the colonyand from foreign lands 
people swarmed, and soon, like the creation 
of adream, a tented city of twelve thousand 
and more grew at Pniel and Klipdrift, the 
opposite banks of thestream wherediamonda 
were found plentifully and of excellent qual- 
ity by sorting over the bowlder-drift. Soon 
hundreds of cradles, like those used by the 
Australian gold-diggers, were rocking on the 
edge of thestream, supplied with the precious 
gravel by a large force of diggers, sievers, 
and carriers. People were thunderstruck 
at their success. Poor men with a turn of 
the hand became rich. Hotels, bakeries, 
breweries, drinking saloons and shops were 
erected, and reaped rewards quite as largo 
as did the diggers. It was a marvellous 
scene at night when the opposite camps 
were lit up with the warm glow of lights 
shining through the tent cloth buildings, 
and the brilliant camp-fires of their twelve 
thousand inhabitants glinted across the wa- 
ter from bank to bank. Far into the night 
were kept up the shouts and laughter, and 
singing and music, and the crossing and re- 
crowsing of the boats. ‘The excited crowds 
shifted their quartors up and down the riv- 
er, making new discoveries during 1870 and 
1871, over an area of from 40 to 50 miles 
of the stream, and forming many camps, 
such as Gong Gong, Union Kopje, Coles- 
berg Kopje, Delport’s Hope, Blue Jacket, 
Forlorn ii no, Waldeks’ Plant, Larkin’s 
Flat and Nickork's Hope.—From illuatratsd 
paper in Midsummer Holiday Scribner.

Only Three Ways, 
| 
The English historian, Froude, says: | 
“There aro but threo ways of living, by 
working, by begging, or by stealing. Thono 
who don’t work, disguise it in whatever lan. | 
guage you pleaso, are really doing ono of tho 
other two.” Men of America are mon of 
work. Tho pernicious notion that Jabor is 
menial, that the tools of trade or of the farm 
are badges of servility, ought to be rooted out | 
of our schools, and our youth should be 
taught the necessity and dignity of labor and 
its vital relation to progress. Inthe preval- 
ence of the present passion for city life, more 
should be said and done in our achools to ren- 
In- 
dustrial schools for girls, as well as for boys, 
are useful and necessary ; and, as has been 
soon by our friend, McCulloch, in Europe ex- 
ort ® vast influence in dignifying Iabor and 
increasing ‘its efficiency and market value, 
And I say the girls, as well as'tho boys, here 
all ought to learn to be useful, It is alike 
their daty, privilego and interest. I was| 
pleased to find, while visiting in Germany, 
that the Duchess of Baden, the only daughter 
of the Emperor William, had brought her 
only daughter to that school, and said to the 
principal : ‘* Let her stand on a lovél with all 
the other girls, recognizing no rank,no title ; 
and let her be thoroughly trained in all the 
industries of the house ; and let her be taught 
to sew, as though she were to earn her liveli- 
hood as a scamstress.”” You will find in the 
pose a grand piece of Cabinet work made 
y the Crown Prince, who Jearned the cabinet 
trade. You will also find several windows 
made by his cousin, who learned the glazier’s 
trade, What a grand influence Germany is 
exercising over the tland, by training these 
sons of rank to some trade, thus honoring in- 
dustry. Among the Hebrews labor was al- 
ways honorable, because there, by license di- 
rectly given from Heaven, all parents trained 
their children in some handicraft. No man 
was ashamed of his trade. To have no trade 
was a conspicious shame. All, by the aid of 
their handicraft, could assert their indepen- 
dence, when required. The apostle didn’t 
dream— poor, unfortunate man, ho hadn't 
been educated in the fashions of this age—he 
didn’t dream he was degrading his high office, 
while proclaiming the new Gospel for all the 
world, by pursuing his calling; and his as- 
sociates never suspected that their old busi- 
ness of fishing was disreputable. Let me ask 
you why was it that the great Teacher, who 
designed his life to be the perfect standard of 
duty to all men and in all ages, selected tho 
trade of a carpenter and toiled patiently, year 
after year, at the carpenter's aS, excep 
that he might reprobate that heathenish 
notion that labor is menial and degrading ? 
Heathenish! Youexpectit on the part of 
the Chinese mandarin, who lets his nails grow 
longer than his fingers, crippled so that he 
can't work, any more than his daughter or 
wife, who have deformed feet and can- 
not walk, and have the distinguished 
honor of never soiling their fingers with 
work. And many of our youth are inflicted 
with this idea that the trades are not respect- 
able ; and so they leave the country home- 
stead,tozo into adventures lesssafeandreliable 
than the fruits ofindustry. I say thata good 
trade is more reputable and remunerative 
than peddling maps, books, pictures and 
patent rights, or clothes wringers, or clerking 
ina city store, as counter-jumper general: 
Honorable as is the position of a clerk—I say 
nothing in disparagement of it—the position 
of amechanio is much better. I admit the 
clerk will dress better, talk more glibly, bow 
more gracefully ; but lsay they are the in- 
ferior of the mechanic in vigor and strength 
of character, Instead of aspiring to an un- 
certain clerkship, stick to the farm, or learn 
a trade and you lay the foundation. for pros- 
perity. I took a census of them of Connecti: 
cut a short time ago; and I found as a rule 
that her leading men were trained on the farm 
or in the shops. ‘Chose whu despiced shor. 
those who aspired to gentecl occupations only 
in their youth, have not been the benefactors 
of the community nor of themselves. The 
great benefactors of the world were not dand- 
Ted in the lap of affluence, nor were they con- 
temners of the trades and ambitious of ele- 
gant employments. ‘They were trained in tho 
shops of toil.—Prof. Northrup.

Who Pays the Duty ? 


Free ‘Traders say the consumer docs, We 
dony this and willtry in the simplest and 
most direct manner possible, to prove the fal- 
lacy of such an assestion, Our argument will 
perhaps be best und »rstood and enforced by a 
simple illust ation, A, one of our Canadian 
farmers,has a bushel of barley toscll (whether 
it is one or one thousand it is all the same so 
far as the argument is concerned,) B, in Os- 
wego, wants to buy, but there is ldcts, duty 
charged upon that bushel. he middleman, 
that is the grain buyer here, has to caloulate 
the price of storage, freight, &c., before he 
can make an offer to the farmer for his bar- 
ley, so as to make any profit on the transac- 
tion. Now, if there was no duty to be paid 
in tho Amorican port of entry, could not the 
grain buyer afford to pay the farmer l5cts 
more for his bushel of barley? Is the question 
seriously arguable? If the consumer pays 
the duty would not our shrewd cousins over 
the water, who are both the purchasers and 
consumers, haye long ere this, raisod such 
arow thatthe duty would not now have 
been imposed, but would only exist as a mat- 
ter of history ? 

But to put the case simpler still, A, the 
seller, desire: to sell to B, the proposed buyer, 
a bushel of barley. B. replies I will buy,pro- 
vided you give me l5c. for the privilege of 
selling. Does not A. lose 15c, in such a trans- 
action? But to make the matter worse, B. 
makes this further stipulation: when I want 
to sell a bushel of barley to you it must be 
without apy discount, but a free transaction. 
In other words, A. has to pay B. for the priv- 
ilege of selling to him, while B, has to pay 
nothing for the privilege of selling to A, Is 
there anything fair in such a transaction? 
Yet this is the argument addressed to the Ca- 
nadian farmers by the free trade doctrinaires, 
Do they think that the farmers are born fools?

PReranaTion ror Wanat.—A clover sod 
may be treated toa dressing of well rotted 
manure, and plowed late this month. Per- 
haps there canbe no better method . for 
wheat than this. 

Wuear arrer Oats is a faulty practice, 
The soil is filled with weeds—of which the 
sprouting oats aro the worst—and the rag- 
woed, and many others, work mischief 
An important and needed improvement in 
agriculture is 

A Cuanar or Roration.—With the pro- 
sont rapidly changing demands upon farmers 
for a greater variety of food products, we 
need a change system of agriculture. The 
production of meat will have to be tho chiof 
aim of alarge nuinber. There is a widening 
demand for milk and cheese, and for the 
beat grades of mutton sheep. All these are 
products of the highest systems of farming, 
in which the soil must: be enriched and kept 
clear of wouds, so as to produce maximum 
crops of fodder that can be manifactured on 
the farm into these most saleable articles. 
The old plan of rotation—grass and clover, 
corn, oats, and wheat--in which the three 
grain crops following cach other are not 
well adapted to cattle feeding, especially 
the last two—must be abandoned if we are 
to derive any advantage from the new de- 
mands and markets so auapiciously opening 
for us in Europe. 


Datuinc Wueat.—Jt would be an in- 

teresting und we believe a profitable ex- 
periment to sow at least one acre of wheat 
in drills, so far apart that the crop could 
be cultivated. This may be done by ty- 
ing each two of the drill spouts together, 
and thus discharging the seed into one fur- 
row; sowing somewhat less seed. Then 
the rows will be 12, 14 or 16 inches apart ; 
and the space may be cultivated by adapt- 
ing an ordinary spreading cultivator, or us- 
ing a wheat hoe. A yield of 50 to 80 
bushels per acre has been obtained in this 
manner. 
Seep.—As much depends on the variety 
of wheat sown as upon the manner or culti- 
vation. ‘Upon similar soil, and with the 
same treatment, one varety may yield 
twice as much as another, Of several new 
varieties tried by the writer the present 
season, the Clawson has excelled. 


Earty Sowrna is preferable, except 
where there is danger of the Hessian fly ; 
in which case sowing may be deferred un- 
til late next month ; but of the two evils— 
the fly or late sowing—it is questionable 
which is the worse. Many good farmers 
believe liberal fertilizing, and the conse- 
quent vigorous growth, to be the best 
remedy against the pest. This, however, 
isa matter in which local circumstances 
must be well considered. 

Foppgn.—For fall fodder, white turnips 
may be sown this month, An oat stubble, 
plowed and fertilized, may easily produce 
600 or 800 bushels per acre, well worth 
10 cents a bushel for cows, sheep, or pigs, 
and which will keep until Jonvary in good 
condition. 300 lbs. per acre of artiticial 
turnip manure, or superphosphate, will aid 
greatly. 

Prowina.—No time should be lost in 
plowing the land intended for fall crops. 
A double benefit will accrue in avoiding 
the risk of a drouth-hardened soil, and at 
no other time can weeds be so easily killed 
as now. One or two workings witha culti- 
vator, or harrowing before weeds go to 
seed, will effect a good fall-fallowing and 
add fertility to the soul. 

Green Fopper not required for feeding 
should be cut and cured for winter use be- 
fore ripening. A well-worked crop of fod- 
der-corn may very well be followed by fall 
grain or turnips. No piece of arable ground 
should be left idle. 

ArtirioiaL Feertizers.— Experience 
gained the past season goes to show that 
liberal manuring is the most economical. 
We cau see in the past harvest where five 
dollars’ worth more fertilizer per acre would 
have given twice that value of grain. There 
can be no doubt that artificial manuring 
must become @ part of settled practice in 
the future, and making a few careful’ ex- 
periments will give yaluable experiences as 
to the use of these fortilizers, 


Recaro Waste Lanps.—No. farmer 
can now afford to let any of his land lie 
idle, especially swamp lands, which, when 
reclaimed, may make the richest part of 
the farm. The present month isa good 
time for the work. Drains may be opened 
and brush cut now will rarely sprout again. 
In doing this work, it is best to cleaf thor- 
oughly as one goes. The portion begun 
should be grubbed, levelled, plowed and if 
desired, sown to grass before a second plot 
is touched. By finishing an acre or two, 
something effective is performed, and there 
will not be the discouragement and dissatis- 
faction felt as when a large piece is begun 
and left ungnished, 


Cows.—Now that pastures are dry and 
bare, a provision of green fodder will be 
found acceptable, When groen fodder is 
given, a regular ration of one ounce of salt 
daily should be supplied. A cow giving 10 
to 12 quarts of milk per day will consume 
80 pounds of green fodder with 4 quarts of 
grain every 24 hours. Where green fodder 
is proyided,it may be well to keep the cows 
in a dark stable during the heat of the day, 
The past month the writer has found acon- 
siderable difference in the yield of milk in 
favor of this mid-day shade and rest. 


Horses.—A run in a pasture field at 
night will be very acceptable to the work- 
ing horaes. In close stables the flies great- 
ly disturb them, which they escape in the 
field, After a day's work, to sponge tho 
coat with clean water, having a dash of 
earbolic soap in it, will be refreshing and 
healthful, and will prevent much of the an- 
noyance froin flies. Cleanliness will almost 
entirely avoid the disagreeable horse smell 
so prevalent in warm weather. Tho night's 
pasture should not bo counted na part of 
| the feed ; the usual feed should be given 
before they aro turned out in the evening, 


Gatys oy THe Saux.—Whero the skin in 
chafed or gallod by the harpess, it should 
bo washed with salt water, and, when dry, 
painted with spirits of turpentine, This 
will heal tho raw spot, and keep off the 
flios, To prevent galls, scrape and wipe 
off with a wet cloth the harness where it 

reases closely npon the skin, Pads are to 
0 avoided. A collar or other part that 
will admit of a pad under it fits badly, and 
| ia almost certain to produce galls, 


Corrs may now get afew oats daily as

30 wrote Her Majesty in her description 
| of a royal visit to Inverary Castle in 1847, 
An eye-witness of the same incident has 
left the following account of it :— 

‘The Queen, on ascending the steps, 
recognised the little Marquis of Lorne, a 
graceful child, about three years old, in 
Highland costume, when Hor Majesty 
stopped down and took tho little fellow by 
the hand, and lifted him up and kissed 
him.” 


Tho ‘‘father and mother” mentioned 
above are the Right Honorable George 
John Douglas Campbell, the present Duke 


Sutherland Leveson-Gower, eldest daugh- 
ter of the Duke of Sutherland, so that, the 
Marquis of Lorne, whose own name is 
John George Edward Henry Douglas Suth, 
erland Campbell, comes of most disting- 
uished parentage on both sides. He was 
born on the 6th of August 1845, and is 
therefore between two and three years old- 
er than the Princess Louiso, who was born 
on the 18th of March, 1848, The Mar- 
qnis was educated at Eton, St. Andrew's 
and Trinity College, Cambridge. He has 
held since 1866 seyeral high and honor- 
able positions in connection with the vol- 
unteer militia, and in 1868 he was returned 
to the House of Commons for Argyleshire. 
While a number of that body he acted as 
payee secretary to his father while the 
latter was Secretary of State for India. 
He has been for some time past a member 
of the House of Lords, but has never taken 
an active part inthe proceedings of that 
venerable and dignified assembly, 


Tn January, 1866, the Marquis started 
with a companion on a tour through part 
of America, and he published an excellent 
account of his travels and observations in a 
book entitled, not very appropriately, “A 
Trip to the Tropics.” The tour included 
a brief visit to Hayti and Cuba, anda long- 
er sojourn in Jamaica, where the excite- 
ment caused by the cruelties of Governor 
Eyre had not yet subsided. With except- 
ional facilities for observation, he arrived 
at very just conclusrons respecting the con- 
flict and its melancholy results, and the 
same remark, mutatis mutandis, applies to 
his reflections on the condition of the 
United States. He did not visit the West- 
orn States at all, his attention being taken 
up chiefly with the effect produced by the 
then recent. civil war. He passed through 
Canada on his return, but spent very little 
timein the country which he is about to 
revisit as its Governor-General. Almost 
the only places he rotices in his work are 
Niagara, Toronto, Kingston, and Ottawa, 
so that he has practically the whole wide 
Dominion before him as a field of study and 
observation. With matured powers and 
visiting it under euch altered circumstances, 
it may be taken for granted that he will 
take a deep and abiding interest in every- 
thing connected with it—the physical feat- 
ures of the country, as well as its political 
institutions and the secial character of the 
people. His Lordship’s later literary yen- 
tures embrace only his comparatively well- 
known poem, ‘Guido and Lita; aTale of 
the Riviera,” and his morerecent ‘‘Metrical 
Version of the Psalms.” The poem was on 
its appearance favorably received by the 
critics and the general public, and now that 
its author is about to become so closely 
connected with Oanada, both it and his 
later work will soon become beetter known 
to the public here, 

His marriage with Her Royal Highness 
Princess Louise Caroline Alberta, Duchess 
of Saxony and daughter of the Queen,took 
place on the 21st of March, 1871. She is 
the fourth daughter and sixth child of the 
Royal Family, and is reputed to be both 
clever and accomplished, taking as much 
practical interest in art as her husband 
does in literature, As ‘Lady of Lorne” 
and the wife of a lineal descendant of the 
“MacCallum More,” she has now a pro- 
prictary interest in many of the western 
islands of Scotland as well as a large tract 
on the mainland, 

It is unnecessary here to say much about 
the ancestry of tho Marquis of Lorne. Not 
a few of his forefathers in the direct lino 
were prominent persons in their day in the 
history of Scotland or of Great Britain,and 
as such their names and achievements have 
become “household words,” We prefer to 
give instead of any summary of our own of 
the history of the great Oampbell family

Wreck of the “ Megantic.” 
ON SHORE AT ISLAND OF ANTICOSTI—PAS- 
RS AND CREW SAVED—THE VESSEL 
SUPPOSED TO BE A TOTAL Loss, 
Information was received to-day of the 
stranding of the steamship ‘‘Megantic,” on 
the Island of Anticosti, at Otter River, on 
Monday last. The passengers, fourteen in 
number, and the crew were saved, the for- 
mer being taken on board steamship ‘‘Erl 
King,” bound for Glasgow. The ‘‘Megan- 
tic’ left Montreal on the 18th inst., had 
264$head of cattle anda large miscellaneous 
cargo Ou bourd for Liverpool. She wus 
built in 1875, at Govan, Scotland, and was 
considered a staunch vessel. The telegram 
received from Captain Battersby, who is at 
Gaspe, with part of the crow says, ‘There 
is a large hole under the boilers, the fore- 
mast is gone, sounding tube and sluice rod 
forced up three feet above deck, and the 
fore-rigging as well as foretop mast gone. 
The vessel has a heavy list off shore, and 
is full of water.” In his opinion she will 
be a total wreck. One hundred head of 
cattle haye been taken off alive, and the 
rest are lost. A portion of the crew were 
at Anticosti, but the steamer “Napoleon” 
has gone to bring them off.

BREAD FROM STANDING WHEAT IN FOUR MIN- 
UTES AND THIRTY-SEVEN SECONDS 


(From the Carrollton (M.]Democrat, July 5.) 

The last sensation occured last Thurs- 
day, when about fifty men were present by 
invitation to see Jim Lawton beat his own 
time of two years ago, when his wife had 
bread baked in eight anda quarter min- 
utesafterthe wheat was standing in the 
field, 

At 4.6 10 o'clock the Buckeye Reaper, 
drawn by Cy, Burnett's dun mules. stood 
at the corner of the growing wheat, ma- 
chine in gear ready for a start. Men wore 
stationed every few feet along the line of 
grain, ready to seize an armful as it fell 
from the reaper, and rush with it to the 
thrasher close by, which, under the direct- 
ions of veturan drivers, was getting under 
way for business. Atthe mill, just six- 
teen rods away, Lanton stood at the win- 
dow, watching the moment when McOaw, 
on the swiftest horse in the country, should 
start from the thrasher with the grain, 
while Mrs. Lanton and her neice, Miss 
Alice, had all the preparations made to 
make griddle cakes and biscuits in the 
shortest possible time. 

At the drop of the hat the dun mules 
sprang to the work, and in 1m, 158, the 
threshed wheat, about a peck, was in the | 
sack and on the horse, and the race com- | 
menced for the mill.

A writer in a Montreal journal, over tho 
signature of ‘J, B.,” in commenting upon 
the destruction of the Protestant chapel at 
Oka by the authorities, of the Seminary, 
under the protence of having an ordor from 
the Court to do so, says ;— 


“When I refor to the judgment lately 
givon by Judge Belanger, in which he pro- 
nounced the Seminary to be guilty of having 
forged the document by which they claimod 
authority for demolishing the Indians’ church 
at Oka, the reader will understand what my 
reference means. A consideration of that 
judgment impels me to ask: To whom does 
the word ‘‘Seminary ” apply in this instance? 
Assuredly it must, at least, comprehend the 

rominent actors in tho affair at the time. 

Well, but these actors were the same as thoso 
in the recent case ; and, tl erefore, should not 
tho conviction of so serious an offence as that 
of forgery have had some weight with the 
Court? Isthere no moral significance in a 
conyiction of such an offence ? 

“Tho Rov. Mr. Lacan and his lawyer, Mr. 
Prevost, should certainly be held to somo ro- 
sponsibility hore, inasmuch as the public will 
romember thoy issued in a pamphlet, with their 
names jointly affixed, a defence of the act of 
demolishing the church, and therefore must 
hayo been fully sensible of the nature and 
value of the document by which that act was 
assumed to be legally justified. But if re- 
sponsibility rests upon theso two porsons, oa- 
pecially for so grave an offence, how is it that 
no disqualifying or even modifying result was 
adverted to in the one as a witness and tho 
other as alawyer? We see that Mr. Lacan 
appears in court now oply as a witness with- 
out any difficulty} adverted to as affecting 
him, and Mr, Prevost, not now simply in his 
ordinary status as the Seminary's attorney, 
but actually as the Crown's representative 
and prosecutor |” 


Theso charges are of a serious character. 
It may well be asked, why if Judge Belan- 
ger pronounced “the document by which 
they claimed authority for demolishing the 
Indian church at Oka a forgery” has not 
tho matter been investigated long ere this? 
And if not investigated by the authorities 
of the Court, why has not the Counsel for 
Indians instigated an enquiry into this 
“forgery?” Were such a crime committed 
in Ontario, and the Crown prosecutor neg- 
_ lected or refused to push auch a charge to 
trial, private prosecutors would.” Why, 
then, have the Oka Indian lawyers not 
brought this subject under the notice not 
only of the judges of the Court but before 
ajury? It may be said that a criminal 
prosecution against those who committed 
the forgery would be useless in the Pro- 
vince of Quebec still, if such 
the fact an exposure would take 
placo which might lead to re- 
sults favorable to the Indians. Instead of | 
this being done, we are told that those who 
Areaccused of the crime of forgery,and of is_ 
Suing and publishing a pamphlet in defence 
of their acts, are not only at large appear- 
ing as witnesses in Court ; but that the 
lawyer, Mr. Provost is actually acting on |
